OBEY WEEKLY WAGE LAW 


INDIANA MANUFACTURERS DROP 
FIGHT AGAINST MEASURE. 


Announcement That Republic Iron and 
Steel Company Will Reopen Plants 
Ceonstrued as Victory—Act Said to 
Have Good Effect on Laber Without 
Harming Capital—Trusts Offer Op- 
position and Their Methods Are 
Questioned by Officials. 


Indianapolis, Ind., March 3.—{Special.]— 
The announcement that the Republic Iron 
and Steel company will reopen its plants in 
this State, the closing of which was taken 
by the Statejofficers as a mere “ bluff’ on 
account of the enforcement of the weekly 
wage law, would indicate that the construc- 
tion put on the action by the State officials 
is correct. 

The weekly payment law was enacted by 
the last Legislature, and it required weekly 
payment of wages by all employers and all 
corporations. 

The bill was intended to include school 
teachers, policemen, firemen, and other em- 
ployés of city and school corporations as 
well as employés of. firms. It was held by 
Attorney General Taylor that employés of 
school and municipal corporations could 
not be included, nor could employ és of rail- 
roads or other common carriers. 

The manufacturing establishments of 
Fort Wayne were directly responsible for 
the drafting of the law. In Fort Wayne 
alone twenty establishments paid their men 
other than weekly, and of the twenty six- 
teen paid hly. In South Bend there 
were twenty-one factories that paid semi- 
mdéhthly. These employés complained to 
the State, and the law wae enacted with no 
opposition. It provides that in an estab- 
lishment where due notice is posted, and 
more than 50 per cent of the employés vote 
in favor of it, permission may be granted by 
the State Labor Commissioners for pay- 
ment biweekly. Petitions to this effect 
bearing about 14,000 names and representing 
about 25,000 employés were filed with the 
Labor Commilssioners, and certificates were 
granted to pay the men biweekly. 


Trusts Oppose the Law. 

A vigorous enforcement of the law was 

begun so far as all other manufacturing es- 
tablishments were concerned, but decided 
opposition was encountered from the tinplate 
trust and the Republic Iron and Steel com- 
pany only. A few others protested, but 
observed the requirements. No attempt 
was made to enforce the law im establish- 
ments where contracts had been previously 
entered into between the employers and 
employés for a specified time, or where bus- 
iness contracts had been made on the basis 
of the method of paying wages. The law 
has been put into operation gradually and 
.the smaller factories were required to obey. 
it first. The State officials decided that in 
a town of 10,000 people, a majority of whom 
are employed in twenty factories paying 
other than weekly, a money stringency 
would be caused by a sudden change by all 
to the weekly payment plan. The law’s en- 
forcement was gradual for this reason, as 
well as to give the employers an opportunity 
to rearrange their system. 

In this city but six places were affected 
by the law, im Evansville but fivé, and in 
Terre Haute but eight. Of the 802 factories 
inspected by the State the year before the 
law went into operation; 551 paid weekly, 
198 semi-monthly, and 31 monthly. The law 
was originally intended to be applied to the 
thirty-one only, but as soon as its provis- 
fons became known there was a genera! de- 
mand for its enforcement by all affected 
by its provisions. Organized labor took the 
matter up and demanded the law’s enforce- 
ment, and it is expected within a few months 
that every employer in the State will pay 
his men in full weekly. 

When the vigorous enforcement of the law 
was commenced reports reached the State 
officers that many of those who signed peti- 
tions were required to do so or be discharged. 
As the result of these charges, which have 
been proven, all exemptions have ben re- 
voked and not more than half a dozen will 
be issued, and those only after careful in- 
vestigation. The law will be enforced by 


from | the State officers, and Governor Mount is 


strongly supporting them. 
. The Republic Iron and stéel company is 
the last to make strong opposition. Suit was 
filed against the company and is now pend- 
ing in Muncle. The tinplate trust has an- 
nounced that it will observe the law, and 
the announcement that the Republic Iron 
and Steel mills will be opened again is taken 
that it will observethelaw. 


“ Necessity of the Law. 

L. J. McCormack, who is associated with 
Chief Inspector McAbee in the enforcement 
of the law, today said: 

“The law became a necessity on account 
of the refusal of manufacturers in several 
localities In the State to fix definite pay days, 
their refusal in a great many instances to 
pay in cash, the existence of ‘ pluck-me 
stores,’ and the issuing of script and the 
existence of other doubtful methods, the re- 
sult of which was to create a feeling of great 
dissatisfaction, and lessen the profits that 
rightfully belonged to the labering-men. 

*“‘In some quarters a doubt has been ex- 
pressed by competent lawyers as to the con- 
stitutionality of the law. These expressions 
of doubt have beer a hindrance in some de- 
gree as to its enforcement. I have been told 
in several instances by eperators that the 
law was not constitutional, and that they 
would refuse to obey it. Their refusal to 
obey it in several instances has precipitated 
strikes. I look upon the law, so far as its 
value to labor is concerned, aa one of the 
best that has been: passed by our Legisla- 
tyre in years. 

**I believe within four months the law will 
become operative throughout the entire 
State, and its enforcement will entail no 
serious embarrassment to employers, “but 
will preve a great boon to employés. Strikés 
growing out of this law have been easier of 
adjustment than those where wage scales, 
“working conditions, and other disputed 
questions have supervened. 


Methods of the Trusts. 

“As a general thing, employers have been 
inclined to accept the workings of the law, 
and it is only where we have encountered 
trusts that we have had any difficulty in its 
enforcement. In examining the methods 
by which the procurement of signatures to 
petitions have been made, I think in fully 
50 per cent of instances, doubtful methods 
have been employed. Deception, threats, 
and, in some instances, discharges have 
been. resorted to in order to accomplish the 
purpose.”’

New York, March 3.—[Special.]—In the 
whole range of industrial corporations there 


is not one which has been more roundly 


criticised by Wall street and its stockholders 


than the American Malting company, which 
was launched a little more than two years 


ago, paid eight dividends of 1% per cent éach 


on the preferred stock, and in less than thir- 


ty days after the payment of the last one 
the company was so involved by its floating 
debt that, according to the report of an in- 
_vestigating committee of the Board of Di- 
rectors, “legal proceedings threatening. 
immediate insolvency were imminent.’’ 

_ The report of the company’s finances, 
which had been promised for some time, and 


which was made public just before the close . 


of business today, created a sensation, and 
many persons referred to the revelations as 
being on a par with those in Sugar and 
Third Avenue. From this statement it ap- 
pears that at the end of 1898, after four 
dividends on the preferred stock had been 
paid, there was a deficit in earnings of 
$189,413, although the company had re- 
ported, by a queer system of bookkeeping, 
a surplus for the common stock of $198,649, 
which was afterwards admitted to be an er- 
ror, but .which was not explained to the 
stockholders. 
Notwithstanding this condition of things, 
the directors went on paying dividends on 
the preferred stock at the rate of 7 per cent, 
and four were paid last year.

Curious Features in the Books. 

The committee, then makes the statement 
that the books of the company don’t show 
any valuation for any individual plant, and 
that while at the start the selling maltsters 
disposed of their malt they retained their 
merchandise cash and book accounts, in- 
cluding bills receivable. The maltsters then 
turned around and sold all their barley and 
malt on hand to the company, the latter 
obligating itself to pay for the same $2,292.-

INDIANS KILL RUBBER HUNTERS

Fort Scott, Kas., March 3.—Frank Green- 
field of Mapleton, Kas., who last fall came 
home from South America and secured the 
codperation of the government in a relief 
expedition to search for the party of rubber 
prospectors which was sent from Kansas 
City to the interior of Brazil in February, 
1898, has notified Nis parents from Cuguba, 
Brazil, in a letter just received that the 
entire party'was massacred by Siiais Indians 
far up the Xinga River. There were five or 
six men inthe party. It was in charge of 
M. E. Kirk, a civil engineer of Kansas City, 
and consisted of Alfred Greenfield of Maple- 
ton, Kas.; two men named Williamson and 
Brownly of Ohio, and one or two unknown 
men.. L. B. Price, a Kansas City merchant, 
was financial backer. The Brazilian govern- 
ment assisted in the search.

President Patton, Who Is a Guest, Says. 


the University Needs $1,000,000—. 


He Thinks It the Most Typically Na- 
tional Institution in the Country— 
Speeches Are Made for Harvard and 
Yale, then Arthur Poe, the Football 


Player, Talks of Athletics. 


The Princeton club of Chicago gave its an- 
nual dinner at the University club last night. 
Among the guests were Dr. Francis L. Pat- 
ton, President of Princeton University; Ar- 
thur Poe, the present football idol of the 
institution; Robert J. Cary, representative 


of Harvard; and Frank H. Jones, represent-’ 


ing Yale University. George G. Dewey, son 
of the Admiral, wa one of the banqueters. 
In the decorations the blue,of Yale mingled 
with the colors of Princeton and of Harvard. 
The “ Rah! rah! rah!’’ and the tiger of the 
men of Nassau rattled out its welcome to 
the echo of the college cries of the other in- 
stitutions. In giving memories of a quarter 
century of Princeton's life President Patton 
pictured the institution as more nearly a 
national university than any school which 
might be established in Washington, D. C., 
supported by government endowment. He 
asked for $1,000,000 for the opening of a 
school of law at Princeton. 

John Maynard Harlan, President of the 
association, in introducing President Patton, 
told personal reminiscences of the present 
head wf “Old Nassau” when he first as- 
sumed control of the Eastern university. 


President Patton Speaks. 

“The enthusiasm which I have witnessed 
tonight,” said Dr. Patton, “‘is the greatest 
that I have seen since the memorable 12th of 
November when Princeton defeated Yale on 
the football fleld. On that day, I must con- 
fess, that I was in close comm®nion with the 
telegraph artist when Arthur Poe kicked the 
goal which gave old Princeton her victory. 
England has her Waterloo, and, without any 
intention of offending the representative of 
Yale who is present tonight, we Princetoni- 
ans think of Yale’s Waterloo. 

“The undversities of the land did their 
share in furnishing men for the war with 
Spain. The university graduate showed no 
lack of willingness to serve his country. 
Two Princetonian graduates are now com- 
missioned officers in the Philippines. When 
we heard that Gordon Johnson, in command 
of twelve men, had captured an wunpro- 
nounceable Philippine town, we said, ‘ That 
is just like Johnson.’ ) 

**T have nothing to say on the Porto Rican 
question nor on the tariff question, but I 
have something to say about Princeton. 
President Hadley of Yale in a recent ad- 
dress said that Princeton and Yale were 
indisputably national universities. I have 
no desire to dispute that fact. President 
Hadley said that the only university which 
had any right to consider itself a rival of 
Yale was Princeton. That is the best we 
can expect from a Yale man. If there is 
such a thing as a hational university I think 
we have it. I do not think that the mere 
fact that a university is located in Wash- 
ington and receives national support neces- 
sarily makes it a national University. Ife 
university has something to do with the 
rocking of the cradle of the nation and con- 
tributes to its early history, that fact goes 
to make it a national university. If it 
stretches out its arms in broad embrace to 
all parts of the land, knowing no section 
of the country, it is a national university. 
We think Princeton such a university. 


Compliments Chicago University. 


‘“* We rejoice with Chicago in the colossal 
success which the University of Chicago, of 
which Dr. Harper is the head, is making 
not only for this city but for the entire land. 
We have not theriches. We have not the co- 
ordinate faculty, but we are increasing our 
endowments and our faculty and we have 
a just pride in our alma mater. 

“A mistake would be made to increase 
our graduate work at the expense of our 
undergraduate work. The work of Prince- 
ton is not to develop the specialties, but to 
turn out all-around men, ready to enter 
into any field of business activity. That 
old-fashioned four-storied house—freshman, 
sophomore, junior, and senior—ought to 
stand there unmarred by any decorations. 
Put a mansard roof on it if you wish, and 
let the students go there and study until 
their hearts are content, butt let Princeton 
hold to the old-fashioned house! 

Princetondans deprecatée the division of 
college loyalty when college men are com- 
pelled to go to another college for a law 
course. The teaching of law is now a dis- 
tinct career, and all we want now is $1,000,- 
000 to put up a building, equip the library, 
and endow the school. If that is done be- 
fore I leave Princeton my dream will have 
been realized. 


Refers to Spanish and Boer Wars. 


“If there is one thing that Interests man 
at this time it is the relations of mankind. 
Are we going to content ourselves with the 
survival of the fittest or the survival of the 
most powerful? Or are we going to fall back 
to the old-fashioned idea of létting the man 
try to do his best to carry out the teachings 
of the sermon on the mount. Questions of 
literature, art, and science pale in the light 
of the question of the relations of mankind. 
Will such questions as the war between Spain 
and the United States and the war between 
England and the Boers be settled by the 
power of arms, or are we to hope that in 
the coming centuries men will be willing to 
settle these great questions by peaceful 


means?”’ 
Other Speakers Are Introduced. 


Robert J. Cary responded to the toast 
‘* Harvard.” and Frank H. Jones spoke for 
Yale. Arthur Poe spoke of the spirit of 
Princeton in athletics. In introducing Poe, 
John M. Harlan said that their guest would 
not speak long, nor on anything but foot- 
ball, but nevertheless he would make a 
touchdown. 

With this Mr. Poe rose, being greeted with 
cheers, and a tiger given standing. Touch- 
ing technical football matters lightly, and 
referring in glowing terms to the work of 
Captain Evans and Coach Edwards of 
Princeton, Mr. Poe said: . 

“The Princeton spirit is responsible for 
the victory we have won, and that spirit, 
which is drummed into,us from the moment 
we enter old Nassau, is to sacrifice self to 
the college. There have been better Prince- 
ton teams than ‘99s, and there will prob- 
ably be better In the years to come, but 
there will never be another with the spirit 
that animated ours.”’ 

John D. Davis of the St. Louis Princeton 
association then spoke briefly.

NAVY OFFICERS. | LADY LOUISA TIGHE, WHO DIED FRIDAY.LAST. 


Lady Louisa Tighe, famous as havin 
girded on the sword of the Duke of Well. 
ington as he went out to fight the battle 
of Waterloo, was a daughter of the fourth 
Duke of Richmond. She was born in 1803, 
and thus saw four sovereigns on the Brit- 
ish throne. George III. died when she 
was 17. Instead of being merely her King, 
he might have been her kinsman, for he 
had been madly in. love with her: t- 
aunt, Lady'Sarah Lennox. Lady h, 
however, would have none of him. One 
day, while hunting, she broke her own 
leg—and the future King’s heart. So he 
marted Charlotte Mecklenburg-Strelitz, 
and she eloped with Sir Charles Bunbury. 

Lady Louisa’s father in 1789 fought a 
duel with the Queen’s uncle, the Duke of 
York. Her mother was one of the five 
beautiful daughters of the Duchess of Gor- 
don, who raised the Gordon Highlanders, 
and her male relatives on every side occu- 
pied important posts in the navy and the 
army. | 

Early in 1815 Lady Louisa’s father took 


/ 


his family to reside in Brussels, in the 
Rue de la Blanchisserie, and on June 15 
her mother gave the famous hall which has 
immortalized her and placed her in the 
position of being the only woman of mod- 
ern times whose name is indissolubly con 
nected with a ‘British battle. Two hun- 
dred guests were invited, including fifty 
ladies, and they assembled in the big room 
where Lady Louisa and her sisters learned 
their lessons and played battledore and 
shuttlecock. Lady Lovisa, then a school- 


girl of 12, was present at that historic fes- 


tival, which her kinsman, Lord Byron, has 
rendered doubly famous in “ Childe Har- 
old.” When the Duke left for the field she 
buckled on his sword. Two of Lady 
Louisa’s brothers fought in the battle, 
while she and her sisters and their mother 
waited eagerly for the news of the victory, 
and then nursed the sick and dying who 
“were brought into Brussels. 

_ In 1825 she married the Rt.-Hon. Will- 
iam Frederick Fownes Tighe of Wood- 
stock. Mr. Tighe died in 1878.

Central Music Hall Recital. 


Central Music Hall yesterday afternoon to 
listen to the unique program presented by 
Mile. Elsa Ruegger, ’cellist; M. Mark Ham- 
bourg, pianist; M. Alexandre Petschnikoff, 
violinist; and M. Aime Lachaume, accom- 
panist. Those who did attend, however, 
were abundantly repaid for their trouble. 
The program opened with a concerted num- 
ber—the Variations and Finale from Tschai- 


kowsky’s A minor trio, opus 80, for 
pianofore, violin. and ‘cello—which was 
played by Ruegger and MM, 


Petschnikoff:and Hambourg. The honors 
of this performance fell to the lot of M. 
Hambourg, who gave the difficult pianoforte 
part, throughout, with great brilliance and 
beauty of tone. The string parts were, by 
no means, badly done, but, nevertheless, 
they were not given with the finish and ab- 
solute rhythmical unity which might have 
been desired, and which, no doubt, would 
have aécrued from more rehearsal. 

Mile. Ruegger followed with two solo 
numbers—the “‘ Air for the G String” of 
Bach, and a moment musicale of Schubert. 
These were played in an enjoyable manner, 
and the performer was obliged to accede to 
an encore, repeating the last named selec- 
tion. Mlle. Ruegger’s playing is musical 
rather than musicianly. Her tone is gen- 
erally sympathetic and her technique highly 
@eveloped, but her performance'is by no 
means i certain unevennesses of 
rhythm and purities of tone detracting 


somewhat from its artistic polish. 

M. Hambourg then played a group of 
Chopin selections—the G major nocturne, 
the “ Black Key” etude, amd the A flat bal- 
Jade. The etude was taken at a furious tem- 
po, and in its way was a remarkable feat 
of virtuosity, although much of the poetic 
beauty was lost in an unnecessary loudness 
of tone and hastening of the tempo. This 
number was, however, redemanded on the 
spot. M: Hambourg’s performance of the 
A flat ballade was not one to enthuse over 


greatly. 


and to sacrifice clearness and balance for 
speed reduced the poetic value of this in- 
terpretation. .M. Hambourg is indisputably 
an unusually gifted young man. He already 
possesses a prodigious technique and is by 
no means insensible to the poetic contents 
of the pieces he plays. But he is not yet 
fully mature, and the glamour of technical 
‘brilliance at present prevents him. from 
playing so well as he might—from a musica! 
standpoint. It is to be hoped that as he 
pursues his promising career he will not 
commit the mistake of following in the foot- 
steps of those who make of planoforte play- 
ing a mere exhibition of digital dexterity 
and m lar force,

NEW RULES FOR VESSEL MEN. 


United States Engineer Willard Says 
River Should Be Navigated Accord- 
ing to Government Code. 


Major Willard, United States engineer, is 
of the opinion that the navigation of the 
Chicago River can be carried on without 
any trouble with the channel cleared of 
bridge piers, the street railway tunnels low- 
ered, and a set of rules and instructions 
from the War department for the guidance of 
vesselmen. Under these conditions Major 
Willard believes that the current of the river 
will not interfere in the least with naviga- 
tion. 

“There are rules for the government of 


vessel Captains in the Soo River, in the | 


St. Clair and Detroit channels, and even on 
the open lakes,”’ said Major Willard yester- 
day. “ There is even more need for such 
rules now tn the Chicago River. It ts prob- 
able that when navigation opens the vessel- 
men will complain to the Secretary of War 
or to Congress of the bad effect of the new 
current. The Secretary will be requested 
to furnish tnformation, and will call upon 
me to report the facts. Out of such a report 
should come an order for a set of rules for 
the government of pilots andtugmen. Then 
there should be constant supervision here, as 
there is at the Soo, to see that the pilots obey 
the rules.

Editor Talks of a Continental 
Union Before Massachu- 
setts Club. 


FOR PURE CIVIL SERVICE. 


Sees Danger to Republic in Ad- 
mitting New Possessions 
to Statehood. - 


MANY LEADERS AT BANQUET 


Boston, Mass., March 3.—Whitelaw Reid, 
member of the Paris Peace commission, and 
Dr. Jacob G. Schurman, President of the 
first commission to the Philippines, were the 
guests and the principal speakers at the 
meeting of the Massachusetts club in 
Young's Hotel this afternoon. : 

Representative Republican business and 
professional men to the number of seventy- 
five, including Roger Wolcott and President 
Eimer H. Capen of Tufts Codllege, were 


present. 
Dr. Schurman spoke at some length on the

Mr. Reid spoke as follows: 

“ A third of a century ago or more I had 
the honor to be a guest at this club, which 
met then, as now, in Young’s Hotel. It has 
ever since been a pleasure to recall the men 
of Boston who gathered about the: board. 
interested, as now, in the affairs of the 


. republic to which they were at once an orna- 


ment and a defense. Frank Bird sat at the 
head. Neary him was Henry Wilson. John 
M. Forbes was here and John A. Andrew 
and George L. Stearns and many another, 
eager in those times of trial to seek and 
know the best thing to be done to serve this 
country of our pride and love. They were 
practical businmess-men, true Yankees in the 
best sense; and they spent no time then in 
quarreling over how we got into our trouble. 
Their one concern was how to get out tothe 
greatest advantage of the country. 

““ Honored now by another opportunity to 
meet with the club, I can do no better than 
profit by this example of your earlier days. 
You have asked me to speak on some phase 
of the Philippine question. I would like to 


concentrate your attention upon the pres-— 


ent and practical phase, and to withdraw 
it for the time from things that are past and 
cannot be c 

“ Stare decisis. There are some things set- 
tied. ‘Have we not a better and more urgent 
use for our time now than in shoWing why 
some of us would have liked them settled 
differently? In my State there is a dictum 
by an eminent Judge of the Court of Appeals, 
80 familiar nowy as to be a commonplace, to 
the effect that when that court has rendered 
its ‘there are only two things left 
to the disappointed advocate. One is to ac- 
‘cept the result attained and go to wogk on it 
as best he can; the other, to go down to the 
tavern and ‘cuss’ the court. I want to 
suggest to those who dislike the past of the 
Philippine question that there is more im- 
portant work pressing upon you at this mo- 
ment than to cuss the court. You cannot 
change the past, but you may prevent some 
threatened sequences which even in your 
eyes would be far greater calamities. 


Cannot Be Undone. 


“There is no use bewailing the war with 
can it, and its results 
upon us. ere no use ar that 
‘Dewey should have abandoned 
‘He didn’t. There is no use regretting the 
peace of Paris. For good or for ill, it is a part 
of the supreme law of the land. There is no 
use begrudging the twenty millions. They 
are paid. There is no use depreciating the 
islands, East or West. ‘They are the prop- 
erty of the United States, by an immutable 
title, which, whatever some of our own peo- 
ple say, the whole civilized world recognizes 
and respects. There is no use talking about 
getting rid of them—giving them back to 
Epain, or turning them over to Aguinaldo, 
or simply running away from them. Who- 
ever thinks that any one of these things 
could be done. or is still open to profitable 
debate, takes his observations—will you par- 


. Gon me the liberty of saying it?—takes his 


observations too closley within the horizon 
of Boston Bay to know the American people. 

“They have not been persuaded and they 
cannot be persuaded that this is an inferior 
government, incapable of any duty Provi- 


- dence (through the acts of a wicked admin- © 


istration, if you choose) may send its way— 
duties which other nations could discharge, 
but we cannot. They do not and will not 
believe that it was any such maimed, imper- 
fect, misshapen cripple from birth for which 
our forefathers made a place in the family 
of nations. Nor are they misled by the sud- 
den cry that, in a populous region, thronged 
by the ships and traders of all countries, 
where their own prosecution of a just war 


’ broke down whatever guarantees for order 


had previously existed, they are violating the 
natural rights of man by enforcing order. 

“ Just as little are they misled by the other 
ery that they are violating the right of self- 
government, and the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, and the constitution of the United 
States by preparing for the distracted, war- 
ring tribes of that region such local govern- 
ment as they may be found capable of con- 
ducting’ tn their various stages of devel- 
opment from pure barbarism toward civili- 
gation. The American people know they 
are thus proceeding to do exactly what Jef- 

. ferson did in the vast region he bought from 
France—without the consent, by the way, 
either of its sovereign or its inhabitants. 
They know they are following ithe exact 
path of all the constructive statesmen of 
the republic, from the days of the man who 
wrote the Declaration, and of those who 
made the constitution, down to the days 
of the men who conquered California, bought 
Alaska, and denied the right of self-govern- 
ment to Jefferson Davis. They simply do 
not believe that a new light has been given 
to Mr. Bryan, or to the better men’ who are 
aiding him, greater and purer than was given 
— or to Jefferson, or to Lin- 


Must Hold the Islands. 
“And so I venture to repeat, without 
qualification or reserve, that what is past 
cannot be changed... Candid and dispassion- 
ate minds, knowing the American people of 


wii political shades and in all sections of 


the country, can see no possibility that any 
party in power, whether the present one 
or its opponents, would or could now or 
goon, if eyer, abandon or give back one 
foot of the territory gained in the late war, 
and ours now by the supreme law of the 
land and with the assent of the civilized 
world. As well may you look to see Cali- 
fornia, which your own Daniel Webster, 
quite in a certain modern Massachusetts 
gtyle, once declared in the Senate to be not 
worth a dollar, now abandoned to Mexico. 
“Tt seems to me then idle to thrash over 
old straw when the grain is not only win- 
wed but gone to the mill. And so I am 
t here to discuss abstract questions, as, 
for example, whether inthe year 1898 the 
United States was wise in goitig to war 
with Spain, though on.that I might not 
greatly disagree with the malcontents; or 
as to the wisdom of expansion; or as to 
the possibility of a republic maintaining 
its authority over a people without their 
consent. Nor am I here to apologize for 
my part in making the nation that was in 
the wrong and beaten in the late war pay 
for it in territory. I have never thought 


- of denying or evading my own full share 


of responsibility in that matter. Conscious 
of a duty done, I am happily independent 
enough to be measufably indifferent as to 
mere present and temporary effect. What- 
ever the verdict of the men of Massachu- 
getts today. I contentedly await the verdict 


their sons. 


“But. on the other hand, I am not here 
either to launch charges of treason against 


: 
these shores by your ancestors, and who 
wishes to perpetuate what they created. 
Least of all would it occur to me to utter 
a* word in disparagement of your senior 
Senator, of whom it may be said with re- 
spectful and almost affectionate regard that 
he bears a warfrant as authentic as that of 
the most distinguished of his predecessors, 
to speak for) the, conscience and the culture 
of Massachusetts. 


Common’ Duty, Common Danger. 

‘No, no! Let us have a truce to profitiess 
disputes about what cannot be reversed, 
Censure us if you must. Even strike at your 
old associates and your own party if you 
will, and when you can, without harming 
causes you hold dear. But for the duty of 
this hour, consider if there is not a common 
meeting ground and instant necessity for 
union in. a rational effort to avert present 


‘aS we may about the past, let us today at 
least see straight—see things as they are. 
Let us suspend disputes about what is done 
and cannot be undone, long enough to rally 
all the forces of good will, all the undoubted 
courage and zeal and patriotism that are 
now at odds; in a devoted effort to meet the 
greater dangers that are upon us. 


Danger in Porto Rico. 

“For the enemy is at the gates. More 
than that, there fs some reason to fear that, 
through dissensions from within, he may 
gain the citadel.* In their eagerness to em- 
barrass the advocates of what has been 
done, and with the vain hope of in some way 
undoing’ it, and so lifting this nation of 
75,000,000 bodily backward two years on its 
path, there are many who are still putting 
forth all their energies in straining our con- 


that we can have no possessions whose peo- 
ple are not entitled to citizenship and ulti- 
mately to Statehood. Grant that, and in- 
stead of reversing engines safely, as they 
vainly hope, they must simply plunge us 
} over the precipice. The movement began 
in the demand that our Dingley tariff—as a 
matter of right; not of policy, for most of 


barbarous—that our Dingley.tariff should of 
necessity be extended over Porto Rico as an 
integral part of the United States. Follow- 
ing an assent to this must have come in- 
evitably all the other rights and privileges 
belonging to citizenship, and then no power 
could prevent the admission of the State of 
Porto Rico. . | 

“Some may think that in itself would be 
no great thing: though it is for you to say 
how Masachusetts would relish having this 
mixéd population, a little more than half 
colonial Spanish, the rest negro and half- 
breed, illiterate, alien in language, alien in 
ideas of right, interests, and government, 
send in from the mid-Atlantic, nearly a 
third of the way over to Africa, two Senators 
to balance the votes of Mr. Hoar and Mr. 
Lodge—for you to say how Massachusetts 
would regard the spectacle of her Senatorial 
yote nullified, and one-third of her repre- 
sentation in the House offset on questions, 
for instance, of sectional and tropical inter- 
est, In the government of this continent, and 
in the administration of this precious her- 
itage of our fathers. 

‘* Or, suppose Massachusetts to*be so little 
Yankee (in the’ best sense still) that she 
could bear all this without murmur or ob 
jection, is it to be imagined that she can 
lift other States in this generation to her 
altruistic level? How would Kansas, for ex- 
ample, enjoy being balanced in the Senate, 
and nearly balanced in the House, on ques- 
tions relating to the irrigation of her arid 
plains, or the protection of her beet root in- 
dustry, or on any others affecting the great 
central regions of this continent (for which 
the American union was formed) by these 
voices from the watery waste of the ocean? 
Or how would West Virginia or Oregon or 
Connecticut, or half a dozen others of similar 
population, regard it to be actually outvoted 
in their own home; on their own continent, 
by this Spanish and negro waif from the 
mid-Atlantic? | 

“All this, in itself, may seem to some unim- 
portant, negligible, even trivial- At any 
rate, it would be inevitable, since no one is 
wild enough to believe that Porto Rico can 
be turned back’ to Spain, or bartered away, 
or abandoned by the generation that took 
it. But make its people citizens now, and 
you have already made it potentially a 
State. Then behind Porto Rico stands Cuba; 
and behind Cuba, in time stands the whole 
of the West Indies, on whom that law of 
political gravitation which,John Quincy Ad- 


no, far ahead of them—abreast of Porto 
Rico itself, stand the Philippines! The con- 
stitution which our fathers reverently or- 
dained for the United States of America is 
‘thus tortured by its professed friends into a 
crazy quilt, under whose dirty folds must 
huddle the United States of America, of the 
West Indies, of the East Indies, and of Poly- 
ja—and pandemonium is upon us. 


nes 
Degredation of Republic. 

“TI implore you, as thinking men, pause 
long enough to realize the degradation of the 
republic thus calmly contemplated by those 
who prociaim this to be our constitutional 
duty toward our possessions. The repub- 
Mcan institutions I have been trained to be- 
lieve in were institutions founded, like those 
of New England, on the church and the 
schoolhouse. .They constitute a system only 
likely to endure among a people of high vir- 
tue and high intelligence. The republican 
government built up on this continent, while 
the most successful in the history of the 
world, is also the most complicated, the most 
expensive, and often the slowest. Such are 
its complications and checks and balances 
and independencies, which tax the intelli- 
gence; the patience, and the virtue of the 
highest Caucasian Yevelopment, that it isa 
system absolutely unworkable by a group of 
Oriental and tropical races, more or less 
hostile to each other, whose highest type 
is a Chinese and Malay halfbreed, and 
among whom millions, a majority possibly, 
are far below the level of the pure Malay. 

‘* What holds a nation together unless it be 
community of interests, character, and lap- 
guage, and contiguous territory? What 
would more thoroughly insure its speedily 
fiying to pieces than the lack of every one of 
these requisites? Over and over the clearest- 
eyed students: of @istory have predicted our 
own downfall even as a continental republic, 
in spite of our measurable enjoyment of all 
of them. How near we all believed we cams 
to it once or twice! How manifestly under 
the incongruous hodge-podge of additions to 
the union thus proposed, we should have the 
exact conditions which have invariably led 
to such downfalls elesewhere! 


} Failure of Republics. 


“ Before the advent of the United States 
the history of the world’s efforts at repub- 


ure. Your schoolboys are taught the 
reason. It was because the average of in- 
telligence and morality was too low; be- 
cause they lacked the self-restrained, self- 
governing quality developed in the Anglo- 
Saxon bone and fiber through all the cen- 
turies since Runnymede; because they grew 
unwieldy and lost cohesion by reason of un- 
related territory, alien races and | 

and inevitable territorial and climatic con- 
flicts of interést.

FIGHT ON SCHOOL RULE. 


WRIT OF MANDAMUS ASKED AGAINST 
BOARD OF EDUCATION. — 


| 

Paul Wright Desires to Compel Read- | 
mission of His Child to ‘Kershaw 
Building Without Submitting to 
Prescribed Medical Examination— 
Attorney Says Present Method Re- 
sults Often in Exgosure to Con-. 


tagion. 


Paul Wright, 741 West Sixtieth street, 
yesterday filed in the Superior Court a pe- 
tition asking t a writ of mandamus is- 
sue to compel the Board of Education to 
admit to the Kershaw School, Sixty-fourth 
street and Union avenue, his 10-year-old 
daughter Mary. without further hindrance 
or molestation. 

The grounds for the petition, which is 
intended to make a test case, are that on 
March 2, 1900, the girl presented herself as 
a pupil at the school and was reffsed ad- 
‘mission unless she should submit to. a medi- 
cal examination by the physician employed 
by the board. She offered a certificate from 
the family physician, Dr. G. J. Hagens, 
stating that she had had no contagious or 
infectious disease within two years.. Never- | 
theless, she was refused admittance. The 
regulation of the board provides that all 
public school pupils who have been absent 
from school for fous or more school days 
shall not be readmitted until after sub- 
mitting to a medical examination established 
by the boarg. 

This rule has stirred up a great deal of 
feeling, and parents living in the Kershaw 
School district have employed Arthur B. 
Wright to bring a test case. Examples are 
cited in which it appears that, so far from 
being protected from contagion, pupils have 
been dangerously exposed by the method 
instituted to prevent the evil. 

Attorney Wright’s Charges. 

In a letter to Superintendent Bodine of 
the Department of Compulsory Education 
Attorney Wright charges that on Jan, 30, 
_1900, 125 school children of the Kershaw dis- 
trict were lined up for nearly three hours for 
an examination, many of whom, beconing 
tired, had to seat themselves on the floor of 
thé school hall. Mary Wright, Attorney 
Wright's niece, was one of the number. The 
children stood in line from 11 to 12:15 and 
from 1:30 to 3 o’clock. The letter continues: 

When the child who stood directly in front of 
Ruth and Mary Wright was reached such child 
was sent home, because, as was stated by the 
‘physician, it had not recovered sufficiently from 
the measles. Ruth and Mary were examined and 
sent to their rooms and the child next was sent 
home because it had been exposed to some con- 
tagious disease. Out of the entire 125 perhaps as 
many a8 a score were sent home either because 
they were themselves in a condition of recovery 
from such contagious disease that would not war- 
rant their return to the school, or because they 
had been exposed to diphtheria, scarlet fever, 
mumps, and measles. When the physician made 
the’ examination of the child who stood ahead of 
Ruth and Mary he rubbed his hand over the 
child’s face and hands to satisfy himself whether 
such child should be sent: home, and, having made 
up his mind to do so, he proceeded to make the 
same kind of an examination of Ruth and Mary. 
‘who tame next in line. It would therefore appear 
from the foregoing that by the system adopted at 
Kershaw School over 100 pupils were exposed to 
contagion from twenty pupils, and that there- 
upon said 100 pupils were distributed throughout 
the school. 

When Superintendent Bodine finally in- 
formed Mr. Wright that Mary could return 
to school only after examinatiori by the 
board physician the family doctor’s certifi- 
cate being accepted for one day, the child’s 
father decided not to allow her to be ex- 
posed again to such an ordeal as she had 
passed through in January.

BUSINESS WOMEN IN SOCIETY. 


Nearly All Interviewed Say They Are 
Admitted Without Discrimination 
| on Account of Work. 


- A cofrespondent, writing to THE TRIBUNE, 
propounded a problem of, social ethics for 
solution by the public. She asked why so- 
ciety received the workingman, where it ex- 
cluded the working woman. The writer 
stated that she was a woman, efhployed as 
confidential clerk and secretary, and that 
she was ostracized socially because she was a 


not exceptional, but was similar to that of 
other business women. 

Women in several lines of business and 
professions were asked yesterday if their 
ideas were expressed by the writer, and 
nearly all gave negative answers. The 
women who were interested in the complaint 
of the business woman against society at- 
tempted to analyze the basis for it. That 
a woman was not so readily received by so- 
ciety as a man was true in general, and not 
specifically of business -women, they said. 
It was argued that selfishness governed, a 
man representing a possibility worth culti- 
vating.. and a woman genegally standing for 
nothing more*than she wasat the time. 


Need Introduction, Says Miss Sweet. 

“IT could not agree with the statements 
of the business woman who complains,”’ said 
Miss Ada C. Sweet of Ada C. Sweet & Co., 
pension and war claim attorneys. “ I think 
it is particularly untrue of Chicago and 
Western society. I know instances in which 
women acting as secretaries for society 
women have been received by them on terms 
of social equality and have been retained as 
social friends. The conditions in which the 
correspondent lives may have influenced her 
judgment. Social recognition follows ac- 
quaintance, and if the business woman is 
unknown to the society woman there is small 
blame to "be placed on the latter for not 
recognizing the former. A man or a woman 
who comes to.Chicago without means of 
introduction will be naturafly without recog- 
nition.” 


Affronts Imaginary, Says Miss Beeks. 
‘“‘It makes no difference to the true woman 
of society whether her friends are women 
who work for their living or not,” said Miss 
Gertrude’ Beeks, President of the National 
Association of Stenographers, and assistant 
secretary at the Civic federation. ‘“‘ The 
true woman of leisure does not ask if her 
friends work. But they must be her friends, 
and there is no reason for working women 
who are not her friends and not her ac- 
quaintances to expect that she should rec- 
ognize them as such. The working woman 
is apt to be supersensitive, and to imagine 
she sees affronts where none is intended. 
‘If a business woman looks for super- 
ciliousness on the part of society women 
and is ready to construe actions into it she 
is apt to discover it,” said Miss a1 
Foster of the Business Woman's club. It 
is true that young men in business have 
more social opportunities, and I should say 


that was all right.’ 

Barred in Europe, Says Miss Goggin. 

“T should not say that such conditions 
exist in Chicago or in the West,” said Miss 
Catherine Goggin, a grade teacher in the 
public schools. ‘“‘ They do exist in Europe, 
as I discovered on a visit to Ireland. I re- 
ceived no invitations because I was @ grade 
teacher in American schools. I received 
none until I was ready to come home, and 
then I would not accept them. It will de- 
pend largely upon the woman’s own estimate 
of herself. If she holds her own opinion 
that she is socially equal to any one I think 


woman. She added that her experience was | 


she will find that her treatment agrees with | 


her own idea. In some ways the business- 
woman is not fitted farsociety. She has not 
the fund of small talk. *I think a woman so0- 
cially attractive and accomplished and with 
an acquaintance among society people will 
not find herself barred because her living is 
gained by her own work.” . 


All Women Equal, Says Miss Haley. 

“If I thought it were true I should not 
want to spend more than twenty-four hours 
in America,”’ said Miss Margaret Haley, a. 
grade teacher. ‘ The social walls which 
surtound women are several times thicker 
and}jtaller than those which surround men, 
but/the restrictions are for all women and 
not simply. for business and working wom- 
en.” 

Dr. Lobdell Says Classes Exist. 


“TI could not understand why a working 
woman should desire to be recognized by 
society,’’ said Dr. Effie Lobdell, a member of 
the staff of attending physicians at the Coun- 
ty Hospital. ‘* Their ideas are entirely at 
variance and fF think there are two distinct 
classes. Evena society woman who becomes 
a student will find herself drifting from the 
position which she once held.”

French Sorrow for Cronje. 

Several of the Paris papers have been rais- 
ing funds to buy a magnificent sword for 
General Cronje. Intransigeant, Rochefort’s 
paper, has closed its subscription, having 
collected in three days enough for a dozen 
swords. 

France felt almost as much sorrow on 
Cronje’s surrender and the relief of Ladys 
smith as if her own armies were being forced 
back. 

England's glorification of these victories 
is being derided with ingenuity and bitter- 
ness. The fact that there were 40,000 Eng- 
lish against 3,700 Boers serves excellently for 
purposes of both grave comment and of ridi- 
cule. 
The anti-English sentiment is growing so 
flerce that the most sedate people begin to 
regard an early war between the two coun- 
tries as not improbable. 


Castellane on Imperialism. 

Count Castellane publishes a two-column 
article in the Gaulois entitled *“‘ The Two 
Imperialisms,’’ giving the result of his ob- 
servations during his recent trip to the 
United States. He declares that American 
imperialism is superior to that of Britain, 
but warns France to beware of an alliance 
of the two English speaking countries. 

Incidentally he asserts that American im- 
perialism receives its impetus from the 
trusts, to whom expansion means tremend- 
ous business; from Wall street magnates, 
whose interests are closely allied with Lon- 
don’s exchange; and from the society ring, 
whose pose it is to sympathize with and ape 
the ways of the British nobility.

YEAR’S COMMERCE IN CUBA. 


Imports for 1899 Exceed the Exports 
by Large Figures and High 
Prices Prevail. 


[SPECIAL CABLE 10 THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE BY 
GEORGE E. HOOKER.) 

HAVANA, March 3.—A statistical abstract 
of thé customs service for Cuba for 1899 is 
being prepared, and will be published a 
month hence. From advance calculations 
just completed ft appears that in 1899 the 
value of all exports was $50,182,402, and of 
all imports $74,460,166. The duties on ex- 
ports amounted to $764,201 and on imports to 
$12,512,005, making the total customs re- 
ceipts $14,276,206. 

The value of the exports was thus only 
two-thirds the value of the imports, owing 
to the fact that the sugar and tobacco crops 
were only one-third of the crop of 1804. 

_ Under normal conditions the raw and man- 
ufactured exports of these two products 
should amount to from $80,000,000 to $90,- 


000,000. 
Food at High Prices. 

There was, too, an unusual proportion of 
food stuffs imported last year. In the early 
part of the year, under the American ad- 
ministration, the heavy duty, averaging $7 
per head on cattle, was reduced to $1, and 
the slaughter-house tax of $1 abolished. 
Although the cost of the cattle was thus 
reduced $7 per head, the price of meat does 
not decline, and recently has been higher 
than ever. This is due to the strong com- 
bination between local dealers. 

Prices generally are high, especially for 
food and rent...Single rooms occupied by 
working Class families cost from $4 to §8 
per month, while for good houses of five to 


‘reome from $40 to $80 is charged. 


Milk is 20 cents per quart, eggs two cents 

apiece, chickens from 70 to 80 cents each, 

meat without waste 16 to 40 cents per pound, 

butter 32 to 80 cents, potatoes four cents, and 

bread seven cents per pound. These are 

prices in American money. : 
Wages Are Low. 

The wages of common labor average 
from 80 cents to $1.20 per day, and for 
skilled tradés $1.60 to $3.25. Nearly all taxes, 
now and heretofore, are indirect. Only a 
slight proportion of all the public revenues 
is raised from property directly. 

Of the 662 customs employés in the island 
508 are Cubans, ninety-eight Americans, 
fifty-two Spaniards, and four other national- 
ities. The customs officials recently indicted 
by the fiscal were all from prominent Cu- 
ban families. 

The hotels are full of Americans, all com- 
plaining of the poor hotel service.

am sorry to have to add, of drink. The princi- | 


pal thoroughfares of London were filled with 
singing, shouting, flag-waving crowds the 
whole day long. Around Mansion House, 


in the heart of the city, the cheering, bel- . 


lowing, flag-waving mob congregated all day 
and the Lord Mayor at frequent intervais 
came out on the balcony to harangue it and 
salute it as the hope and the mainstay of 
the British empire. i 

All this may be forgiven. In one sense it 
only illustrates the intensity of the anxiety 
with which everybody waited for good news. 
Cronje’s surrender at first delighted us, al- 
though the nation received that with a cer- 
tain dignified restraint, and not without con- 
siderable manifestation of respect for the 
dogged Boer commander. It was only 
when the. beleaguered City of Ladysmith 
was set free that delight burst all bounds. 

Looking at the matter calmly it can now 
be seen that Lord Roberts’ strategy is the 
real cause of the deliverance of Ladysmith. 
His rapid march into the Orange Free State 
has not.only compelled the burghers to draw 
their forces back from Natal, but also to 
call in the bands roaming about the north 
regions of Cape Colony. Had it not been that 
Ladysmith appears to have reached the last 
stage of destitution and had been on the 
eve of surrender, there was no necessity 
whatsoever for the twelve days’ pounding 

‘of the enemy's intrenchments around Lady- 
smith conducted by General Buller at a cost 
of life not fully disclosed up to this hour, but 
known to be heavy. } 

Boers Simply Withdrew. 

All the Boers did after the news reached 
them that General Cronje was beleaguered 
and likely to capitulate was to make prepa- 
rations for removing their munitions and 
artillery preparatory to returning within 
their own frontier. When they had suc- 
ceeded in thus removing almost all their be- 
longings except two heavy guns resistan 
practically ceased. And they have succeed- 
ed in escaping, Buller’s troops being too 
exhausted by their long-continued fighting 
in a climate which is at the present time 
steaming with moist heat and malaria to 
be able to follow up thefr victory. 

It is natural and inevitable that in our 
first exultation over the sudden change 
which has come over the posture of our 
forces in south Africa the warlike feeling 
should be intensified. The cry now moré 
than ever is “ Down with the Boers and 
abolish all trace of the independent’ states 
throughout south Afriea.”” The campaign 
will, therefore, be purstved with greater en- 
ergy and vigor than ever. Those who op- 
pose the war—and their numbers are in- 
creasing in spite of the crowds in the street 
—are completely powerless, their voices be- 
ing Growned by the clamor for more blood. 
Further troops are being hurried out to re- 
place those killed, wounded, or missing, to 
swell the total of our armies until the num- 
bers become. so formidable as to bear down 
every semblance of opposition. 


Lord Roberts’ Activity. 

And Lord Roberts fs the kind of a General 
who will gratify popular desire in this re- 
spect by the vigor of hisaction. In ali prob- 
ability he is straiming every nerve now, and 
will further exhaust his slender means of 
transport in order to strike another deadly 
blow at the Orange Free State forces before 
they can receive sufficient reinforcements 


from the Ladysmith besiegers or from Colese- . 
berg to be able to make an effective stand - 


against his advance. 

You may, therefore, hear of another de- 
cisive victory in the beginning of the week. 
I heartily wish that the victory might come 
and conclude the war, but of this there is 
no immediate probability, unless our min- 
istry paves the way by making known the 
outlines of the terms upon which It proposes 
to settle the future of the republics, and of 
Dutch-Huguenot south Africa generally. 
There is no disposition by the government 
to take any step in this direction, and, there- 
fore, the conflict will go on, degenerating 
after the final defeat of the Transvaalers

Threatening in Cape Colony. ' 

The political condition of Cape Colony is, 
indeed, at the present, the most threatening 
of all to our supremacy.

The Afrikander Bund has also 
decided to postpone its meeting, but there 
can be no doubt whatever that the two 
camps are every day becoming more sharply

ed country. 

Sir Alfred Milner is, therefore, confronted 
with this immediate dilemma. He must call 
together his legislature before long in order 
to get taxes voted, but he knows that this 
Legislature is in its majority hostile to his 
policy and still more so to himself. As 
soon, therefore, as the Legislature meets 
wrangles will arise, and possibly laws may 
be passed hostile to England and intended 
to obstruct the exercise of her authority 
within the colony. Toact without the Legis- 
lature and attempt, to, levy taxes by royal 
proclamation is virtually to put the colony 
under martial law or to defy the law. To 
call the Legislature together and be con- 
fronted by hostile votes is to bring the ad- 


ministration to a deadlock by another path. .

personally between Lord Salisbury and Mr. 
Joseph Chamberlain, the Secretary of State | 
for the Colonies, as between their depart- 


ments. 


For weeks the friction has been growing, 
until the Colonial office is almost at logger- ° 
heads not only with the Foreign office but 
with almost every other department.

to any form of an Anglo-American alliance, 
believing that the constitution of the United 
States is unsuited to such a bond. To use 
the words of one who is in the closest con- 
fidence of the Premier, “‘ the politics of the 
United States have such an influence on 
foreign policy and render the duration of 
Supreme power so uncertain that any alli- 
ance would kill itself quicker than any one 


His idea is to trade fairly and squarely 
- without embroiling himself with any extra- 
neous matters, nor does he desire to sacrir 
fice the good of the whole empire for the 
sake of Canada alone.

In Ryan he will 
meet a man that is up to all the tricks of the 
fistic game, one who is noted for his aggra- 
vating feints, speedy footwork, and all other 
points that:go to make a scientific pugilist. 

Those who have watched Root closely dur- 
ing his brief fistic career argue if he can 
stand off Ryan during the first few rounds, 
og long enough to inspire confidence in his 
ability to give Tom as good as he sends, that 
his chances to win out are good. I’ve no- 
ticed Jack never shines brilliantly in the 
opening rounds of a contest. I have never 
spoken to him on this subject and presume it 
takes him a round or two to figure out the 
weak points of his opponent. He has a de- 
cided advantage over Ryan in height and 
weight, which, in a measure, will offset some 
of the latter’s science and experience. The 
match ought therefore to be a good one. 

A curious feature connected with this 
match is that L. M. Houseman, Root’s mana- 
ger, virtually brought out Ryan.

HART AND BRUSH GO EAST 


Rumored That a Secret Meet- 
ing of Circuit Committee 
Will Be Held. 


TEN CLUBS A PROBABILITY.

It is possible the mys- 
tery-loving magnates have already gone 
into a secret conference at some place simi- 
lar to the one attempted not long ago at 
Cleveland. If not, they are likely to be heard 
from in New York today. Information from 
various points in the league circuit indi- 
cates that most of the club owners have al- 
ready set out for New York. Just at the 
present time,there is as much distrust of 
one another among the league magnates as 
there is distrust of the umpire among the 
bleacherites during the playing season, and 
every one of the club owners is anxious to 
be on the scene at league meetings at the 
earliest moment lest something be connived 
to his detriment before his arrival. 


As It Is Viewed in New York. 


New York, March 3.—[Special.}—Next 
week possibly will see a solution of the 
much muddled baseball situation. When 
the league meets on Wednesday next it will 
receive the Circuit committee’s report, ar- 
range the circuit, and adopt the playing 
schedule. 

Surface indications are all for a ten club 
league.’

Another open date on Marshall Field is 
Oct. 13, when Chicago goes to Minneapolis 
to play the University of Minnesota. It is 
so early in the season, however, that it is 
hardly likely any college contest of im- 
portance will be seen there. "

HARVARD’S MOVE A_ SURPRISE. 


After the 85 a Ticket Announcement 
Students Await Developments. 
Cambridge, Mass., March 2.—{Special Corre- 
spondence. }-—‘‘ What next?’’ is all Harvard men 
ean think of now, when they consider the recent 
move of the Athletic committee in reducing the 
price of all games to a $5 ticket for the year, which 
is to include boathouse privileges as. well. The 
move has created no end of talk; and, taken in 
the light of recent tendencies, seems to be the 
great step in a great movement at Harvard to 
transfer athletics from a basis of money to one of 
sport. 
In his annual report President -Eliot took up 
the subject of athletics in one part. He sgid: 
‘* The spirit in which intercollegiate sports are 
now carried on has improved much of late, but 
there is room for further improvement. There 


are some players and some colleges that still de- 


sire to win enough to violate rules in a way that 
the umpire cannot detect. The pecuniary aspects 


of the sport are not agreeable. More and more 
‘hideous wooden stands are built every year on 


Soldiers’ Field, and more and more entrance 
money is en. Every student ust pay big 
premiums to see games of unus interest, and, 


on the other hand, players think they should have 


everything in the line of unifgrms and personal 


service, 


“The fact Professor Hollid has skillfully applied 


some of this money to the beautifying of Soldiers’ 
Field is inadequate to offset this. The field can 
never be made beautiful with the hideous wooden 
stands upon it.’’ 


Th& hockey team, which played Yale in New 
York Monday, had to get the graduate clubs in 
New York to run the affair and pay the bills. It 
had to be an invitation affair. They could not 
play outside of a college town and grounds. The 
freshman teams are no longer allowed to go even 
to Fhiladelphia, and freshmen are not to be played 
on varsity’ teams, except under exceptiogal cir- 
cumstances.

MONG the many classes of men who 
have been factors in the building up 
of Chieago and in making it the 
metropolis of the Western country 
there is one which has nearly, if not.. 

quite, disappeared from public view and 
ef which the disappearance has beén so 
gradual, with the progress of more modern 
usages, that its absence has hardly. been 
noticed—the bonifaces, or landlords, of old- 
time inns, taverns, and public houses or 
hotels. 

In former years the guest was greeted by 


io look after the comfort of each individual 
patron, to give him the best. the house af- 
forded, to charge him well for it, and to 
Wish him a safe and pleasant journey to his 
next stopping place. The old-time hotel 
was run on the plan of a home for transients, 

th the landlord and landlady as the heads 
of the house. In many instances the wait- 
érs were relatives of the propri¢tor, and each 
one seemed to strive to make a guest fee! 
that the hostelry was his home, with all the 
attendant coinforts thereof. 

In those days a guest generally would 
drive up to the “ tavern,”’ and seek, not only 
Bhélter and food for himself, but also prov- 
ender for his beast. Usually he would be 
mét by a jovial, ruddy-faced, rotund person- 
age, who would invite him to ‘“* Come in,” 
and assure him that the best in the house 
Was his as long as he might choose to stay 
and had the price. 

Then, after giving the horse into the 
charge of a hostler, the landlord would lead 


liquid refreshments, hustle arouhd’to put 
in order—the best vacant room, relate the 
latest néws and gossip—for news traveled 
Slowly in those days—and generally con- 
Vince the stranger that he was the especially 
honored guest of the house.

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OME of the southern suburbs are 
among the oldest of the many which 
cluster about or have been absorbed 
into Chicago. They embody the his- 

tory of the coming of the early. Dutch 
settlers to the Calumet region; of the pioneer 
life of Norman Rexford, the tavernkeeper, 
who named Blue Island; of Paul.Cornell, 
who, more’ than: any other one man, gon- 
tributed to the development of the region 
between Chicago and the Calumet; and of 
George M. Pullman, the builder of the 
“model city.”” In them is embodied the 
Story of the establishment of great indus- 
trial enterprises, of educational institutions 
of widest influence, and of cities whose names 
are now but history. The story of the origin - 
of these suburbs and their names, briefly 


told, follows. 


HYDE PARK 


Hyde Park owes name and existence to 
Paul Cornell. The name was suggested by 
both Hyde Park, New York, and Hyde Park, 
London. The former Mr. Cornell had seen, 
the latter he had read much about, and each 
he greatly admired. He says of his choice 
of name that he himself hardly knows 
Whether the American or the English town 
Most influenced him. Me christened: the 
Stemingiy hopeless region: ef sand and 
Swamps, where he meant to build a suburb, 
in June, 1855. Though the first known set- 
tler in the immediate locality, Nathan Wat- 
son, had built a log shanty in what is now 
Fifty-third street before 1836, the tract had 
hot invited sudden population and it was 
Most sparsely imhabited when Mr. Cornell 
bought. his first holding nearly forty-six 
years ago. 

Mr. Cornell’s uaintance with the site 
of Hyde Park Was due to two accidents. - 
One was a chance remark by Stephen A. 
Douglas: “ Whenever you have a spare 
doliar, plant it between here (Chicago) and: 
te Calumet. There the future city will 
lie.” The other was poor health, for which 
his doctor advised the tyoung lawyer to take 
®sercise and fresh air. He bought a horse 
“nd every morning rode out to the farm of 

Ts. Garnsey on the lake shore and drank 
® glass of milk. This farm of sixty acres, 

near the present station of ‘‘ Hyde 
Park,” was his first purchase and the nu-

In 18356 Mr. Cornell induced the Illinois 
Central people to put ‘on regular trains be- 
tween the City of Chicago and his suburb.

came all the early residents who made their | 
way to Chicago from the East by land.

road led them from:southern Michigan, 
across northern Indiana, and into Illinois, 
following the bend of Cake Michigan. 

The work done by Mr. Cornell in estab- 
lishing Hyde Park was only part of his serv- 
ice to the South Side,whowever. .He was 
an enthusiast on parks, and from the in- 
ception of his suburb: scheme unceasingly 
turned over park projects in his mind. One 
of his first public exploits was setting aside 
a park on his own property at the foot of 
.Fifty-third strogt on.the lake shore, which 
was for several years the favorite resort of 
the townspeople. Later,®Being in New York 
City, he saw the elaborate plans for Central 
‘Park, and before he had reached Chicago 
again Washington and Jackson Park and 
the Midway Plaisance had taken form in 
his mind. Men of foresight and _ public 


| spirit joined him in_pushing the park scheme 


through the Legislature, which was done 
only by dint of hard fighting, but Mr. Cor- 
néll’s familiar title of the “father of the 
south parks” no one has ever successfully 


‘disputed: He was for many years a member 


of the, Board of South Park Commissioners 
and miost of the purchases of land for park 
purposes were made by him as chairman of 
the Purchasing committee. 


| ENGLEWOOD. 


Mrs, H. B. Lewis named Englewood. Mr. 
and Mrs. Lewis came to Chicago in 1867 and 
settled on the West Side. Mr. Lewis en- 
gaged in the lumber and later in the wool 
business. After the family had been here 
twelve or fourteen years it was decided that 
a suburban home was preferable to living 
in the city. So Mr. and Mrs. Lewis looked 
about for a place “in the country.” They 


thought the present site of Englewood was | 


just about what they wanted, and settled 
there. 

At the time the district was called Junc- 
tion Grove, because of the meeting there of 
the Fort Wayne, Rock Island, and Michigan 
Southern railroads. This wasn’t a pretty 
name for the suburb, the Lewis family 
thought, even if it did only have a dozen 
or so houses. So.they cast about for a 
suitable title. Mrs. Lewis finally suggested 
that it be named after Englewood, N. J. 
She had visited in the Eastern city and was 
delighted with it. Correspondence was had 
with the Postal department at Washington, 
and it) was learned that the New Jersey 
Englewood was the only Englewood in the 
United States. This obviated any duplica- 
tion that might lead to serious mixes in the 
delivery of mail, and Mrs. Lewis gave_the 
place that name. 

Engiewood today has a large population, 
estimated at 150,000, and is a city in itself, 
though*a part of Chicago.

When in 1879 the business of the Pullman 


Palace Car company had reached euch pro- 


portions that it was no longer industrial 
economy to maintain the company’s shops: 
in different cities, George M. Pullman de- 
eided: to. build ‘a plant on a far greater scale 
than then existed and to concentrate the 


rose. 


principal part of the company’s manufac- 
turing business. A broad but business-like 


and in this combination the Town of Pull- 
man had its inception. | 

To carry out his, plan Mr. Pullman pur- 
chased a large tract of land on the shore of 
Lake Calumet, and there the *“*‘ Model City ” 
In 1880 the great plant went into 
active service. Side by sideand wall by wall 
with the great shops had risen the residence 
portion of the town, and when the skilled 
artisans first went to their labor in the fac- 
tories their homes in the suburb were wait- 
ing for their return at the close of the day. 
Such a record of municipal growth was un- 
paralleled. even in record-breaking America, 
Pullman was the Minerva of industrial sub- 
urbs. 

At the start the conditions of the best 
municipai life were recognized, and the town 
grew evenly and harmoniously along all 
lines. Sanitary conditions, water. supply, 
paving. and lighting—all were attended to 


by the company of its own motion and atits 
own expense. Beauty of surroundings was 
aprimefactor. The architecture of the town 
was tasteful and in some things even or- 
nate, while parks andopen places ornament- 
ed with trees, shrubbery, and flowers broke 
at frequent intervals the solid masses of 
residence blocks. Nor were amusements 
slighted. A playground for the children, a 
baseball park, tennis courts, and, in time, 
a bicycle track were added to the attrac- 
tions of the town, and the Pullman Band 
was one of the famous organizations of the 
West. 

While all this savors of high philanthropy 
on Mr. Pullman's part, it should not be for- 
gotten that business sagacity had much to 
do with his attitude towards his fellow-man. 
It was his idea that in a manufacturing 
town, where all the houses were neat and 
tasteful, and the environment morally and 
physically pure and wholesome and sug- 
gestive of system and thrift, the workmen 
would turn out more, better, and more prof- 
itable work than in a place where opposite 
conditions existed. Business principles 
governed from the start. Absolutely noth- 
ing was given away at Pullman. Mr. Pull- 
man presented the town with a public libra- 
ry, but the patrons had to buy membership 
tickets. He built churches, but they were 
rented to the congregations. He spent great 
sums.on public utilities, but they were re- 
turned, theoretically at least, in the more 
valuable services ot the people who lived 
and worked in such environment, and were 
unconsciously led to better and more thor- 
ough methods by their influence. Every- 
thing in Pullman, from its inception onward, 
has been on the principle of quid pro quo. 

Pullman was absorbed by Chicago when 
Hyde Park was annexed to the city. 


[ BLUE ISLAND. 


Norman Rexford gave Blue Island its 
name. He was the first permanent settler 
in the suburb, and up to the time of his 
death, March 28, 1883, he was one of its 
most prominent residents. 

Mr. Rexford was born in Charlotte, Vt., 
in 1802, and represented the fifth generation 
of his family in America. The year 1833

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Pa. At that time he caught the Western 
fever. He selected Chicago as the most 
desirable place to settle and drove with a 
team of horses all the way from his Penn- 
sylvania home to this city. He first stopped 
at Bachelor’s Grove, Cook .County, where 
his brother Stephen had preceded him in 
1833. Shortly after he moved to Long 
Wood, near the north end ef what is now 
Blue Island. Here he kept a tavern in a 
log cabin of four rooms. In November, 1836, 
Mr. Rexford moved to the site of the pres- 
ent village. The only building in the place. 
was a log cabin 12x15 feet in size and with- 
This had been built the year 
before by a man named Courtney. 

Mr. Rexford was much taken with the 
location and, banking on its future, he be- 
gan erecting a hewed frame building for 
a hotel. The structure was sided with 
boards drawn team from Pine Creek, Ind., 
over a hundrea miles away. The lumber 
cost $40 a theusand. The hotel stood on 
the east side of what is now Western ave- 
nue, and at the top of the bluff on or near 
the site of the present Blue Island postoffice. 

The migration to the West was strong 
in those days and Mr. Rexford’s hotel did 
a good business. He called it the Blue Is- 
land House. After a time the structure was 
enlarged. In 1858 it was destroyed by fire.., 

Pioneers of Chicago used to visit this old 
hotel frequently on festal occasions. It 
was customary to dance all night and eat 
breakfast in the morning before making 
the drive of twenty or thirty miles home. © 

In the spring the prairie roads about Blue 
Island often were impassable because of 


, the swollen Calumet River and itstributary, 


Stony Creek. It was the custom of Mr: 
Rexford on such occasions to put in the 
upper windows of his hotel beacon lights 
to guide the travelers who else might lose 
their way in the almost impassable prairie. 

Blue Island was given a postoffice in 1838, 
and Mr. Rexford was made the first post- 
master. Fayette Rexford, the pioneer’s 
son, used to carry the mail on horseback 
from Chicago to Buncombe, IIl., a distance 
of ninety miles. He made weekly trips. 

In 1852 Mr. Rexford sold his hotel and 
retired to a farm adjoining the village. Most 
of that farm is now included in Blue Island. 

The suburb, which in the early days was 
called Portland, got its present name from 
its natural environment. The place is built 
partly on a long, narrow hill, surrounded 
by prairie. Looking at it from a distance 
the air above and beside the hill was a 
blue tinge. The hill looks like an: island 
set in bine. This color effect is heightened 
in the spring when the Calumet River, which 


flows near the place, inundates the flat prai-

Mr. Rexford had so great-a distaste for 
quarrels and lawsuits that he ‘has been 
known to pay sums in dispute out of his 
own pocket after trying vainly to adjust 
the differences of his friends. .As for him- 
self he never engaged in litigation. 

Children of Mr. Rexford now living are 
Fayette D. Rexford of Centralia, Ill., and 
Norman B. Rexford and Mrs. H. H. Massey 
of Blue Island. 7

| SOUTH HOLLAND. | 


South. Holland is the pioneer settlement of 
the Dutch district in the Calumet region. 
Its first settler was Henedrik De Jong. He 
came from the Netherlands in 1847. The 
journey westward from New York to Chi- 
cago was made by boats on the Hudson 
River, the Erie Canal, and the Great Lakes. 
The pioneer walked from Chicago to the 
point on the Calumet River where South 
Holland afterward sprang into being. The 
land was low there. It reminded him of 
Holland, and his heart warmed to the place, 

With Henedrik De Jong were his wife, 
Geertje De Jong, Roel Van Vuuren and his 
wife Grietje, their 13-year-old son Dirk, and 
Wilhelm Gouwens and his family. Mr. and 
Mrs. De Jong had a daughter, Maatje. Dirk 
Van Vuuren grew up and. married her, and 
today they are the only, survivors of the 
pioneer settlers in the South Holland district, 
first Dirk Van Vuuren and his neigh- 
bors called the place Low Prairie. Near by 
and shortly after what is now Roseland was 
called High Prairie. Each took its name 
from the character of the land. South Hol- 
land remained Low Prairie until about eigh- 
teen years ago, when the name given the 
place by outsiders finally crowded the old 
name out of the mouths of the people. 

Roel Van Vuuren, the father of Dirk, 
bougnat 700 acres of land in Low Prairie, 
| paying the government 10 shillings an acre 
for it. Years afterward he sold the land at 
from $200 to $300 an acre. | 

Jacob De Jong, a son of Henedrik, was 
the first postmaster of Low Prairie. The 
postoffice was the pocket of his ample coat. 
He carried the mail from Chicago to Low 
Prairie when Chicago had a population of 

The' people in and about South Holland 
were, and are today, farmers for the most 
part. Their produce was sold in Chicago. 


wagons to market. The start was made at 
2 a. m. out across the prairie, and when 
home was reached it would be between 10 
p. m. and midnight. 

There were only two houses between Chi- 


| cago and Low Prairie in the y days. A 


Twice a week ox teams drew the lumbering 
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large inn, kept by one Osterhaut, stood on 
the bank of the Calumet, where a bridge 
owned by the proprietor and his partner 
spanned the river. The toll for crossing the

and his partner fell ou 
lost the bridge. 

One day Osterhaut came to Chicago and 
bought a lot of barrels. The Hollanders 
wondered what he intended to do. . Oster- 
haut said nothing. He made his barrels 
water tight, fastened them together, and 
put planks over the top. Thus he hada 
floating bridge. Next he gota boat. With 
the boat he towed his barrel bridge back and 
forth across the river and ferried the heavy- 
iest wagons in competition with his former 
partner and the stationary - bridge. Low 
Prairie seemed to favor Osterhaut, and fin- 
ally the pontoon had all the business and the 
bridge went into decay. 

South Hollanders live today much after the 
quaint customs of their mother country. 
Dirk Van Vuuren, who sold fifteen acres of 
his land for $3,000 an acre a few years ago, 
still retains five acres and a few houses and 
lots of a local subdivision, but he tills the 
soil as he did in pioneer days and sells his 
produce in Chicago. 

But he says the railroad is a great im- 
provement over the ox team and prairie 
path followed by him. in wooden shoes in 


his 15th year. 


| ROSELAND. 


Roseland, five miles nearer Chicago than 
South Holland, was High Prairie in the 
early days. It was settled two years after 
Henedrik De Jong crossed the open lands 
and settled on the site of South Holland. 

Goris Vandersyde, Cornelius Kuyper, and 
Peter Dalenberg,. with their families and 
} friends, numbering in ail sixty souls, were 

the first settlers where Roseland now stands. 
Kuyper was acquainted with Jan Paarde- 
bers, a settler of Low Prairie, and when the 
new party reached Chicago from the Neth- 
erlanfis, they set out across the prairie to 
visit the little Dutch colony on the banks 
of the Calumet. On the journey the pioneers 
came across the high ridge lying between 
what is now West Puilman and Blue Island. 
Kuyper was delighted with the place. He 
said to his companions:

but they all went on to Low Prairie, intend- 
ing to return unless something developed 
to change their minds. 

The little band made its visit with the 
Dutchmen in the Calumet settlement, and 
then went back to the goodly ridge. Cor- 
nelius Kuyper, who had left the Neherlands 
with. $400, bought fifteen‘acres of land at $5 
an acre. Goris Vandersyde bought eighty 
acres, and later’ 160 more’ at $8 an’ acre, 
Twelve years ago he sold thirty-three acres 
‘at $2,000 an acre. 

The new settlement was named High Prai- 
rie. because of the contrast of the site with 
that of-its neighbor, Low Prairie. The 
same methods of life were pursued in both 
places. 

Goris Vandersyde was the first postmaster 
and Cornelius Kuyper started the first store. 
He sold everything required in a pioneer 
settlement, from boots and. shoes to stick 
candy.

His Work of Unification. 
The work of unifying the nationalities in 
the diocese was awaiting the new Arch- 
bishop. |The immigration of Roman Cath- 
olics from many lands to the Chicago diocese 
was at its full, and the problem of establish- 
ing church service in different tongues and 
church schools of different Jdnguages was 
growing ‘in importance. The task of the 
Archbishop was to keep pace with the 


growth of the church and to direct its cos- 


mopolitan composites in harmony and effect- 
iveness. 

The financial question of permitting new 
parishes to buy property and build, and how 
far they should be permitted to buy, wasa 
feature of the complex problem. The ordina- 
tion for each church of a priest of the same 
language as that of its parishioners was a 
necessity. The establishment of schools be- 
fore ghufrches should be built was a policy 
on which the Archbishop insisted. 

‘These are the two chief features of Arch- 
bishop Feehan’s service in the direction of 
the church in Chicago to which the Roman 
Catholic clergy gives him distinctive title, in 
recognition of the magnitude of the task 
which the needs of a church growing in a 
dozen nationalities presented. Testimony is 
given that the efforts of Archbishop Feehan 
have given to the Poles, Bohemians, Greeks, 
Italians, Germans, and English-speaking 
Roman Catholic people the service of the 
church,’ priests of their own tongue and 
their own schools, and preserved the diocese 


in unity and harmony.

Builds for the Future. 


The policy of the Archbishop in regard to 
schools is said to be to advise a parish de- 
siring both a church and a school buildin,s: 
to build for the school first. It has been his 
idea to build for the future members of the 
church. ‘The parish, following the advice of 
the Archbishop, builds as the first of its 
parish edifices a school, which can be used 
for church services until the parish becomes 
able to continue the building. In this way 
the parochial school system of the Roman 
Catholic Church has been spread in Chicago. 
The Archbishop also has given his influence 
to the founding of educational institutions 
and asylums, as exemplified at Feehan- 
ville. 

In 1883 Archbishop Feehan was summoned 
to Rome, with’ other Archbishops of the 
United States, to formulate the scheme of 
the third plenary council of Baltimore. Upon 
his réturn to Chicago the city made another 
manifestation similar to that with which it 
greeted his coming as Archbishop, On Feb. 
17, 1884, a special train started east to meet 
him. On the train were Mayor Harrison, 
w. J. Onahan, Alexander Sullivan, Thomas 
Brenan, Judge Moran, Judge Shepard, Judge 
Prendergast, Elmer Washburn, A. C. Hes- 


ing, Captain John Prindiville, and C. A. | 


Plamondon. The train. met the Archbishop 
at Valparaiso, where a banquet was given 
by the Board of Directors of the Feehanville 
Training School. 

The manifestation beginning at Valpa- 
raiso extended to Chicago, wheré it ended 
with the address of the Archbishop to_his 
clergy at the Cathedral of the Holy Name. 


_ |The characteristics of Archbishop Feehan, 


as given by his clergy, are those of a man 
remarkable for his kindness and his tact. 
He is said rigidly to keep his own counsel 
and to be a church dignitary with no famil- 


jars. No man has been able to say he ad- 


vised the Archbishop to a certain course of 
action, and none has been able to say that 


his advice was asked. He is said to be slow 
te reprimand, and when reproof has come, 
it is sald that in every case it had been de- 
served long before given. [ft is the testi- 
mony also of his clergy that he is uncon- 
cerned with praise or censure, and that he 
holds himeelf.to the motto to do what it is 
possible to do and to leave some tasks to 
others.

OUR DUTY TO PORTO RICO. 

{From President McKinley's message to Congress. 

Since the cession Porto Rico has. been 
denied the principal markets she had long 
enjoyed, and our tariffs have been continued 
against her products as when she was under 
Spanish sovereignty. The markets of Spain 
are closed to her products except upon terms 
to which the commerce of all nations is sub- 
jected. The Island of Cuba, which used to 
buy her cattle and tobacco without customs 
duties, now imposes the same duties upon 
these products as from any other country 
entering her ports. She has, therefore, lost 
her free intercourse with Spain and Cuba, 
without any compensating benefits in this 
market. Her coffee was little known and 
not in use by our people, and, therefore, 


chief products. The markets of the United 
States should be opened up to her products. 
Our plain duty is to abolish all customs 
tariffs between the United States and Porto 
Rico, and give her products free qeonee to 


our markets. |

late it has not been in close relations with 
American soil. 

The Republican majority in the Senate 
has appointed a “steering committee,” 
made up of its most judicious members. 
That committee has assumed control of 
legislation in the Senate and to a certain 
extent in the lower branch. While Repub- 
lican Senators have picked out as advisers 
the persons in whom they justly have the 
most confidence, the President has trusted 
too much to men who have not had experi- 


| ence in public life and whose immature 


opinions have led him astray. 

Instead of sticking resolutely and firmly 
to his original and righteous views regard- 
ing some great questions, the President has 
been persuaded by incompetent advisers to 
abandon those views. He was right in 
the first instance as to Porto Rico. Had he 
stood by his own sound intuitions he would 
be now one of the most popular men in the 
United States. | 

Unhappily, he was induced to abandon 
his convictions and give up an impregnable 
position at the instance of a few special in- 
terests or of possibly disinterested but alto- 
gether illinformed advisers. Nor is that 
all! He was induced to bring his influence 
to~bear upon Representatives to “ get them 
into line.” | He sent for recalcitrant mem- 
bers and absolutely enfreated them to vote, 
against their convictions and against the 
wishes of their constituents, for a measure 
which he himself at the outset strongly and 
properly opposed—a bill which flew in the 
face of his own positive recommendations 
to Congress. There are some Republicans 
who cannot turn corners as sharply as the 
President can, and they are not sorry for 
their lack of flexibility in this respect. 

The President, without needing, to do it, 
has assumed the whole responsibility for 
the passage by the House of the maimed, 
mutilated, crippled, and inadequate Porto 
Rico bill, a measure which eventually will 
be repudiated by both Houses of Congress. 
He might have kept his hands off and let 
the House “ work out its own salvation in 
fear and trembling,” and have looked to the 
Senate and a conference committee for 
judicious legislation on the subject. 

A storm is gathering. The House Porto 
Rico measure will have to be sacrificed. 
It is scarcely supported by anybody. The 
three newspapers in Chicago which have 
stood by the President are against him in 
this matter. Sois the Indianapolis Journal, 
while all Indiana is in a tumult and a fer- 
ment over it. It is evident that the feeling 

against the House bill is becoming more 
intense. The only mode of allaying it is for 
blundering leaders to admit they have led 
the party from its true course and promise 
an immediate return to safer ways. 

There is need of a judicious “ steering 

committee ” in the House. There is still 
greater need of a pilot in the Cabinet. 
There is great need of fresh material there 
—of men who are not “amateurs ” in poli- 
tics, but who are experienced in public life, 
who are trained in the arts of statesman- 
ship, and who know the temper of Con- 
gress and of the people. Men who are des- 
titute of these qualifications, who are in- 
fluenced by social considerations in Wiasb- 
ington, and who deem it the acme of hu- 
man felicity to be asked to dine with the 
British Ambassador are not fit constitu- 
tional advisers for an American President. 
He should have at his council board men 
who look at American interests from an 
American point of view. 
That is what is needed. The sooner that 
need is met the better. If President Me- 
Kinley wishes to retain the confidence of 
the public he will bring into his Cabinet 
before long advisers more sagacious than 
some of those he has there now. Other- 
wise the feeling will go abroad that the 
administration is nerveless, spineless, and 
without convictions, adopting good policies 
only to abandon them at the dictation of 
incompetent advisers.

| FIGHTING INVISIBLE BOERS. 

Julian Ralph’s letter in the latest issue 
of Gollier’s Weekly brings out with start- 
ling clearness some of the peculiarities of 
modern warfare. He writes from the Mod- 
der River camp, after having witnessed all 
Lord Methuen’s battles—-Belmont,.Gras- 
pan, Modder River, and Magersfontein— 
and he assures his readers that each one 
was “as near to being an example of hell 
transferred to earth as anything which 
modern man can produce.” | 

The south African war is the first eontest 
in which both sides have been equally skill- 
ful and equally well armed with modern 
rapid-fire guns using smokeless powder. It 
has brought new revelations and compelled 
radical changes in military theories. In 
those early battles both sides learned things, 
The Boers learned that they must hence- 
forth desert the tops of the kopjes and betake 
themselves to hidden trenches. The British 
learned that no possible force could storm 
those trenches by a frontal attack. All 
England has not infantry enough to take 
the Magersfontein position by direct as- 
sanit. Mr. Ralph refrains from saying 
whether or not he thinks Methuen might 
have taken Magersfontein by flanking it 
as Roberts did later. He refrains because 
he is “one of those crippled, gagged, ‘and 
bound creatures—a war correspondent 
under modern censorship.” But he does 
say that no Englishman understands today 
why the Boers retreated from the Modder 
River position, for not all the regulars and 
reservists in England could have taken it 
on the side where the attack was being 
made at the time when the Boers chose 
to withdraw. 

The most impressive feature of the new 


invisible. The long range arms and smoke- 
less powder have worked an almost uncan- 
ny revolution in this regard. ‘‘ We never 
see and never have seen the Boers when 
we are fighting them,” says Mr. Ralph. 
His statements deserve further quotation: 


Do you know that the British are fighting an 
invisible enemy? Do you realize that on one 
day we attack a hill of flame sending duf death 
streams with no more :appearance of human 
agency than there is behind the spray that falls 
on your head from your shower bath? And two 
days latér we fight ai crack in the earth that 
vomits shot as if the invisible devil and all his 
unseeable imps were hurling molten metal at us. 
We do not see any Boers when we are fighting 
them. If you told Tommy Atkins that there are 
no Boers and that he is fighting a vapor or an 
essence invented by Edison, he would have as 
much reason to believe you as he does to believe 
that he is fighting men, “I saw two,”’ I heard a 
Colonel say, ‘‘ and I killed one of them.” ‘I 
believe I have seen perhaps six in the course of 
the campaign,’’ a Major told me. That is a 
thing to think about in modern warfare. We have 
to fight an invisible enemy, as unseen as his 
smokeless powder, as indistinguishable in the at- 
mosphere as his millions of balls and explosive 


bullets. 
There have been war correspondents in 


the past to whom the enemy has been in- 
visible. because the scribe was too modest 
to get within seeing distance, but nobody is 
likely to charge Julian Ralph with timidity. 
He admits that he has seen more Boers 
than some of the British officers, because he 
was one of the few men who ran up the 
big kopje at Belmont on the heels of the 
Grenadiers and saw the Boers leaping on 
their horses and into their Cape carts and 
getting away. The fact that the British 
are fighting a death-dealing enemy whom 
they cannot see is a permanent and im- 
portant element in the situation. H re- 
guires strong nerves to withstand such a 
fire. This power to combine the tactics of 
the American Indian with the use of the 
deadliest rifles cannot fail to give the Boers 
further victories in spite of the overwhelm- 
ing British forces now closing in upon their 
territory. | 


HARVARD QUADRANGLE DESERTED. 

_ Professor Le Baron Russell Briggs, Dean 
of Harvard, calls attention in his annual 
report to a curious and interesting revolu- 
tion that has taken place in undergraduate 
life at that institution during the last half 
dozen years. The older graduates of Har- 
yard will be surprised and displeased to 
learn that the famous “ yard ” is no longer 
the center of student activity and that the 
great body of students no longer has occa- 
sion to visit the old quadrangle. It ap- 
pears that the college dormitories have lost 
their hold upon the undergraduate’s affec- 
tion and that private business enterprise 
has shifted the social center of gravity. 
Dean Briggs states the matter thus: 

There has come about a growing competition 
between college buildings and luxurious private 
dormitories, a competition which even our new 
bathrooms, a belated tribute to modern civiliza- 
tion, have failed to check. Two buildings outside 
the Yard, Conant Hall and Holyoke House, are 
not nearly full, and the Old Quadrangle, though 
its rooms are filled, has suffered from the with- 
drawal of much that used to belong to it when it 
was the acknowledged center of undergraduate 
life. The richer and more fashionable students 
flock to an inferior part of the city, in and about 

Mount Auburn street. This region, because cheap 
and accessible, has become a nest of clubhouses, 
which the new private dormitories are conven- 
iently near. The more healthful and attractive 
parts of the city are now looked upon as queer 
places for a student of social eminence to live in. 


Here is an interesting and not altogether 
pleasing instance of the growing tendency 
to gnake college life expensive. The rooms 
| provided by the college authorities are not 
elegant enough to suit the fashionable un- 
dergraduate Of today, and so the days 
“when a room in Holworthy was the gcal 
of an’ undergraduate’s ambition- and the 
Yard was all in all’ have vanished. Part- 
ly through conservatism and partly through 
a belief in Spartan simplicity the Harvard 
corporation has not kept up with all the 
modern improvements in city apartment 
houses. Enterprising private capital seized 
the opportunity and erected many tall apart- 
ment buildings in the former tenement dis- 
tricts in the direction of the Charles River.

ditions, and one ofthe first principles of 


conditions is the fact that the enemy is 


heat, hot and cold water, private bath- 
rooms, and a system of service a!most as 
good as that of a@ hotel.

More than twenty of these modern 
skyscrapers are now named in the college 
catalogue, and some of the’ buildings are 
as large as‘ the college hali itself. 

The students are scarcely to be blamed 
for ignoring sentiment and emigrating in 
search of the comforts thus. tendered them, 
but the net result is to raise the standard 
of average undergraduate expenditure. The 
Harvard authorities will be compelled in 


and luxuries to their own dormitories, and 
the end can scarcely fail to be the placing 
of a further obstacle in the way of the 
poor boy who seeks a college education. 

This tendency toward more expensive 
habits is not peculiar to Harvard. It may 
be seen in all the larger colleges. Where 
ten years ‘ago the students of Western 
colleges were content with simple social 
gatherings they must now have full-dress 
affairs with hired music and carriages. To 
put his son through college a father must 
pay twice’as much as his own education 
cost, Perhaps the education is better, but 
the added cost is not for tuition. It is 
for living expénses and social requirements. 
The whole movement is, perhaps, an in- 
evitable result of the increase of wealth 
among certain classes, but the change is 
not reassuring as regards the best inter- 
,ests of national education.

If the army 
had been provided with automobiles instead 
of with horses the supply of food would have 
been consumed a month or more ago,. and 
the town would have been without defenders 
now, all being dead of starvation if they had 
not surrendered.

This advantage is one that may not appeal 
to the horses and their friends with any 
great strength, but none the less it is real. 


WHERE OUR SCHOOLS ARE WEAKEST. 

In the current issue of the Dial there is 
an article by B, A. Hinsdale giving some 
significant facts with regard to the school 


system during the World’s Fair year, sub- 
sequently made a report containing this 
statement: “If in every, office the chief 
factor is the man, and in school the teach- 
ers, we have come to the weakest point in 
the American school system—professional 
teachers are wanting.” This is the text 
of the Dial article, and some of the facts 
and figures substantiating the German pro- 
fessor’s charge are rather surprising. ; 
It is probably true that Americans have 
never taken the teacher’s calling seriously 
as a life profession. The majority of teach- 
ers look upon their pedagogical career es 
amere episode between their schoel days 
and their real life work. For women it is 
a convenient- makeshift until marriage, and 


“strenuous” profession. Few look upon 
teaching as a profession in itself worthy of 
technical preparation and lifelong devotion. 
The result is that we have no such thing 
as a permanent corps of teachers in our 
public schools. Most teachers enter upon 
their work without any normal school 
training or preliminary experience. They 
stay in the work a few years and then drop 
out. 
The schools are thus kept constantly in 


.| the hands of the more or less inexperienced 


teachers, and the whole teaching corps is 
in a perpetual state of shifting and disturb- 
ance. The personnel of the corps in the 
average city changes to the extent of 10 or 


inexperienced teachers this means in a city 
like Chicago can easily be computed. In 
the country it is still worse. Some years 
ago a Michigan authority showed that the 
average time for which country teachers 
served without change in that State was 
only 3:8 months. Mr. Hinsdale pertinently 
asks why people should not change their 
bankers, lawyers, ministers, dentists, and 
physicians once in three or six months as 
well as their teachers. The results would 
be no more deleterious to the work in hand. 

In 1897-98 the army of school teachers 
inthe United States nuntbered 409,193, 
which was 5,860 more than the year before. 
If 10 per cent of these teachers go out of 
the service every year 41,000 new ones are 
required to keep up the wastage. Putting 
} the facts together, the Dial contributor says 
it is a moderate estimate to conclude that 
50,000 new teachers are required each year 
for our common schools. Where does the 
supply come from? 

In 1897-98 Commissioner Harris found 
11,255 graduates from normal schools—a 
little more than one-fifth the number re- 
quired to keep the ranks full. Even this 
is probably too liberal a statement of the 
case. President Schurman’s computations. 
based on statistics of 1891-92, showed that 
only 15 per cent of the teachers of the coun- 
try had passed through a normal school; 
that 17 per cent of the whole number were 
whoily inexperienced, and that the average 
length of service was seven or eight years. 
Itis interesting to note that Massachusetts 
can account for some of its educational suc- 
cess by the fact that 33.5 per cent of its 
teachers are normal school graduates. Be- 
tween 1888 and 1897 the percentage of such 


hopeful phase of the matter is found in the 
fact that this betterment of preparation ic 
slowly going on all over the country. 
While it is unfair to the children that 
they should be taught so largely by raw re- 
cruits and by teachers who do not intend 
tomake teaching their life work, there is 
one compensation which the Dial writer 
overlooks. This army of 50,000 ex-teachers 
that is annually mustered out goes into our 
homes. Most of these teachers are women, 
and if they have done little more than teach 
themselves during their few years in the 
schoolroom the gain will reappear in the 
better home instruction they can give their 
children because of this experience. The 
constant changing of places alse prevents 
the narrowness and the lack of self-help 
that goes with the German idea. If our 
teachers are only sent to their work with 
better preparation we can stand the rapid 
changes.

THE MAN BEHIND THE TROMBONE. 
The man behind the trombone may not 
be as bent with toil as‘the man behind 
the hoe. He may not represent the curse 
of labor, like the latter, for no man en- 
joys labor more than the man behind the 
trombone. He may not embody the ac- 
cumulated wrongs of generations, though 
sometimes he is the unconscious cause of 
the sufferings of present generations. He 
may not feel that in him nature some 
day will demand compensation from society, 
but he knows his power and glories iu it. 
He feels that it is within his province 
at any moment to rend the whole musical 
fabric with one blast. Hence he is not 
“a thing that grieves not and that never 
hopes, stolid and stunned, a brother to the 
ox.” He knows that his hearers are the 
ones who will be stunned if he be so minded, 
There may be “ guifs between him and 
the seraphim,” but he knows his power 
over “the long reaches of the peaks of 
song.” He knows that no one will “ blow 
out the light within this brain.” ‘He is 
\the past master of the blowing of all the 

centuries. 

The real power of the man behind the 
trombone is illustrated in the career of 
the Rev. Wilson Carlile of England, the 
head of the church,\army. He began his 
career with a broken-winded harmonicon, 
but he soon found that to reach the masses 
he must have a trombone. For eight years 
he has blown that trombone. He has blown 
-it in streets, saloons, and dance halls, and 
has horrified the stately Bishops by sound- 
ing its sonorous blasts in the pulpit. .Oc- 
Fae the roughs of London have ob- 
ted to his music, and then he and his 
trombone have been Jaid up for repairs, 
both badly battered. In these eight years, 
with no other auxiliary than his trusty 
mbone; he has“organized the church 
rmy. It has a working staff of 1,000 per- 
ns and an income of $700,000 a year. 

t has been recognized by the Queen and 
ived the sanction of the Archbishop of 
Panterbury. It works in prisons and poor- 
houses. It has organized 102 working 
homes in England. These homes last year 
contained over 1,200 wretches, more than 
half of whom were rescued and reformed. 
In that year it paid $80,000 for labor per- 
formed and sold its product for $115,000, 
It trained last year 1,400 male evangelists, 


mission nurses. It pays all the expenses 
of its general offices by the sale of pamphlets 
and periodicals, written by members of 
the staff. It runs sixty-eight vans and 
operates 140,060 magic lantern slides. 

The man with the trombone is an inde- 
fatigable worker. He holds fourteen sery- 
ices each Sunday. “ He throws the entire 
prayer book morning service on, his magic 
lantern screen and the words of every 
hymn. He plays on fils trombone, He 
exhorts. . He sings. He makes things gen- 
erally lively in the pulpit.” He gathers 
his audience for the night service by mar- 
shaling his band and choir, which he heads 
with his trusty trombone, and makes a 
procession through the streets’ near his 
church, blowing lustily. The crowd follo ws 
him. At each saloon the march halts, 
while the trombone man dives into a saloon 
and drags out three or four habitués who 
join the procession. When he gets back 
and sounds the first blast in his pulpit 
the church is packed. Billingsgate and 
Petticoat lane, near which his church is 
located, are on the way to become godly. 

All this is the work of the man behind 
the trombone, and for the possibilities that 
lie in that much maligned instrument let 
_all trombone players be respected. They 
‘are not as bad as they look. In the hands 
of a man truly great the trombone is more 
powerful than the sword. 


CAN WE SPARE THE “LORD”? 

The London Times says: “ To displace 
Lord Pauncefote at a critical moment like 
the present would be to carry official ped- 
antry to the height of folly.” Doubtless 
it would be bad for Great Britain that he 
should go home, and that paper does its 
duty as a guardian of British interests in 
calling the attention of its government to 
that fact. But what is bad for Great 
Britain may be good for the United States, 
even though the displacement of the present 
Ambassador will deprive Washington of a 
“ Lord” whose house has been the center 
of social activity. An invitation to dine 
at the British Embassy is regarded as a dis- 


constitutional advisers. It is not expedient, 
however, that there should be persons near 
the President whose profound respect for 
British Lords and dinners leads them to 
look at American interests through British 
lenses.

A TRIBUNE correspondent raises again 
that old question as to whether society 
looks down upon_the working girl.

There is no doubt but what there still ex- 
ists a social class whose members look upon 
knowledge as a dangerous thing, and to 
belong to which one must first present cre- 
dentials that testify to one’s brainlessness 
and idleness. And, as a rule, in society at 
large the old law that compels birds of a 
feather to flock together prevails. There 
aré some social birds that are made up 
mostly of. feathers, and these require 
that their associates possess the. same 
amount of lightness. Then, too, there is 
a still rarer species, which are marked by 
the fact that the feathers grow over their 
eyes, with the consequent result of im- 
paired vision. It is these who say; when 
a girl exchanges a novel-reading, visiting, 
shopping existence for a life of real labor: 
“How unfortunate!” “And she was so 
well brought.up!” It all seems to be a 
matter of bringing up, and it is a truism 
to state that good breeding counts in. busi- 
ness as well as in boudoirs.

LINCOLN AND THE CHINA TRADE. 

The New York Sun prints-a long commu- 
nication from Isaac J. Allen of Newark, 
N. J., who was appointed Consul to Hong 
kong in 1865 by President Lincoln, Be 
fore setting out upon bis mission Mr. Allen 
had an interview with Mr. Lincoln, in 
which the latter set forth the reasons why 
he appointed him and the nature of the 
situation in China as relating to our Asiatic 
trade. 

He informed Mr. Allen that for some 
reason our Chinese trade was in a disor- 
ganized condition, and that, “as it is tha 
policy of the government as now adminis 
tered to promote by all proper and practica: 
ble means the growth of our Chinese trade, 
and we want them for customers,” he was 
anxious to know what the cause of the de- 
moralization was. The talk then drifted 
to the necessity for the completion of the 
Pacific road, and Mr. Lincoln dwelt upon 
it with much emphasis as a strengthener of 
the bonds of the union through a communi- 
ty of industrial and commercial interests. 
Mr. Allen reports the close of this memora- 
ble conversation in the following words: 

To this end, as well as for other ends, the open- 
ing of the highway by rail across the continent 
will be an important factor. Hence, as I have 
said, it is the policy of the government as now 
administered to promote the completion of that 
Pacific railroad by all legitimate and suitable 
means. For, said he, turning and looking me 
full in the face, and speaking most earnestly, 
we are determined to make a strong strike to 
bring a large proportion of the trade of Asia into 
and across this continent, bringing his big, bony 
fist down on the table with an emphatic thump. 

Mr. Lincoln did not then foresee the 
war of thirty-four years later and its out- 
come of making the United States a world 
power, with a footing on Asiatic soil, but 


‘he understood the importance of Chinese 


trade and the necessity for securing our 
share of it. It is a pleasing coincidence 
that John Hay, then his secretary, who 
introduced Mr. Allen, is now at the head 
of the State department, laboring vigor- 
ously to carry out successfully the policy 
which his chief advocated with so much em- 
phasis.

Why Porto Rico Should Mave Free Trade. 


By Pbilip C. Danna, United States Consul in Porto Rico. 


AM thoroughly convinced that the tariff question is 
the all important question in Porto Rico. The is- 
land can never become prosperous until it can buy 
bread for its people without paying revenue duties 
for the privilege of bringing that bread into the is- 
land, It seems reasonable to me, as an American, 
that the ‘people of this newly adopted country should 
' be allowed to purchase the products of the United 
States and land them on their own shores without 
paying tribute to any government whatever. I 
believe the island should have absolute free trade 
with all parts of the United States. I believe in 
a making Porto Ricoas thoroughly American as pos- 
sible from the start, and we cannot make it so unless we treat Porto Ricans 
as we do other Americans. They should be allowed to buy Minnesota flour 
_and Dakota wheat and every product which the farmer has to sell, on the 
‘same terms that the man in New York receives the same products. 

The people in the island are stropgly in. sympathy with the United 
States. They are enthusiastic over the fact of their becoming Americans. 

They believe that the dawn 2f a new day for them is at hand, and our 
government has it within its sabes to continue to inspire this people with 
the laudable ambition to make something of themselves, and I believe that 
the whole question concerning the laboring man of Porto Rico largely de- 
pends upon free trade between the island and the United States. 

I have received several thousand letters from all classes of business-men 
in all parts of the United States concerning this island, many of them ask- 
ing me when the proper time will arrive for them to invest capital in Porto 
wai Several of them have said: “‘ We propose to establish factories in this

ever in. -When the duties areentirely taken off of American products, so 
that American manufacturers can have branch factories in Porto Rico, 
thousands of these people will be educated in the factory. 

Crime, as a result of the people having work, will be greatly reduced 
throughout the country, for the greater part of the crimes in the past have 
been committed by persons who had nothing to eat and no work whereby 
they could obtain money for food. 

In other words, free trade between the United States and Porto Rico 
is a moral question. It is practical religion, and our people can never sup- 


ply the missing link in the moral education and religious training of thia ~~ 


people without giving thém an opportunity to earn a living and without 
treating them as we treat other Americans. .

} American Sympathy for Boers Misplaced. 


By Fobn Hays Hammond, Outlander and American Mining Engineer. 


T is little short of criminal for American statesmen, 
through their ignorance of the real facts, to at- 
tempt to justify the position of the Boer govern- 
mént in its controversy with England. I find that 


upon either an ineradicable hatred of the English 
race, or race sympathy for the Boers, right or wrong, 
and finally a sympathy based upon a misconception 
- of the true inwardness of south African political 
affairs. It is to the last named class of Americans 
I address my remarks. 
But for the large investments of the European 
capitalists on the one hand and the technical direc- 
tion of American engineers on the other hand, the Transvaal mining indus- 


try would not have achieved any significant success. 
Since the Jameson raid and before the Boers have been actively pur- 


suing a scheme of conspiracy for driving the English from south Africa, 


They have been buying guns, building fortifications, and hiring foreign 
officers. President Kruger was waiting for a rupture between England 
and some continental power as his chance for fighting for independence. 
But no such favorable opening presented itself, and, in my judgment, the 
recent insulting ultimatum of the Boer government, followed by its instant 
invasion of the British coloniesof Natal and the Cape, was forced upon 
President Kruger by his inability to control any longer the widespread 


conspiracy he had carefully built up. 
Today England is fighting, among other things, for the establishment 


of the principle that there should be no taxation without representation. 


Now, I will state to you what are known as the outlanders’ grievances, 


and you can then determine whether the reform movement of 1895 was or 


There is, moreover, a great disparity in taxation between what is sup- 
posed to fall on land and what on other things, and also great difference 
between the burden that one land owner bears and that which another 
bears, being in proportion to the relative values of their lands. Probably 
the relatively highest tax on land falls on the small home-owner and 


farmer, while the most valuable city lots and land held for speculation 


generally pays a much smaller rate. But the smallest tax relative to value 
falls on the great mineral and forest lands and water privileges. 

Railroad taxation furnishes’ another glaring example of inequality. 
The tax rate in the State of New York is from two to two and a half 
per cent, varying with the different counties. 

It is claimed that the general average in valuation of real property is 
Yet, assuming the railroads of the State to be valued 
at sixty per cent of the market value of their securities, it will be found tifat 
they pay less than fourtenths of one per centin taxes. This discrimination 
in favor of railroad property is almost universal in the United States. In 
the State of Michigan, under what is called a specific tax on earnings, it 


is even greater than in New York. The reason for this is that large inter- 


ests make the most persistent ¢fforts to shape or dodge the payment of 


their fair share of taxation. 


The foregoing hasty considerations may perhaps indicate why it is that 
I have reached the conclusion that all our tax laws, whether local, State, 


or national, produce trade conditions which are promotive of trust evils - 


and adverse to the interests of the people.

George William Warren, one of the best-known 
church musicians in the country, says the Spring- 
field (Mass.) Republican, has resigned his post as 
organist and choir director of St. Thomas’ Church 
in New York, retiring after a professional life of 
fifty-four years, He will retain, however, his post 
as organist of Columbia University, where he has 
served for ten years. Dr. Warren belongs with 

notable group of older American musicians 
which includes Dudley Buck and the late George 
W. Morgan. While he is not so widely known as 
@ composer as Buck, some of his compositions for 
the organ are frequently played, and several of 
his hymn tunes are well established favorites, es- 
pecially those written for ‘‘ Come, Holy Spirit, 
Heavenly Dove,"* and Rock’of Ages.’’ He be- 
gan his work as church organist at St. Peter's 
Church in Albany in 1846, and two years later was 
transferred to St. Paul’s in thesamecity. In 1860 
he went to Brooklyn as organist of the Church of 
the Holy Trinity, where he played ten years, being 
succeeded by Dudley Buck, who is there st!!l. 
When St. Thomas’ Church in New York was com- 
Dr, W organist and musi- 
cal director, post uninterruptedly till 
his resignation. 

A bit of stage business in ** Cavalleria Rusti- 
cana,"' which has escaped the notice of critics, but 
is full of interest to antiquaries, occurs in Scene 
VI. of the opera. When Santuzza sadly replies 
to Lola’s mocking invitation to go with her to 
mass, ‘‘ No! No one should go whois conscious of 
sin,’’ Lola says, ‘‘ I thank the Lord, and kiss the 
earth,"’ stooping down at the same time and 
making @ gesture of gathering up a, handful of 
earth to which she presses her lips. That this 
represents a survival of an old pagan custom of 
kissing Mother Earth, in token of thankfulness, is 
probable, though no authority for the'supposition 
can be found in books. George Sand, however, in 
her ‘* Consuelo,”’ chapter LXXIV., represents a 
Bohemian t woman, on hearing good news, 
as telling her child to thank God and kiss the 
earth, and when Consuelo asks her: “Is this a 
custom of your country?’’ she answers: ‘‘ No! It 
is a way of my husband’s, which he taught us.’’ 
George Sand was familiar with the peasant life of 
Berri, her native French province, and having 
probably observed the practice there, introduced 
it into a scene in Austria. 


In conmection with Beerbohm Tree’s revival 
at Her Majesty's Theater, London, on the 10th 
ult., Shakspeare’s Midsummer Night's 

"*. the Musical Times remarks that this 
actor ‘‘ deserves the thanks of all lovers of Men- 
delssohn for having devoted so much care to thd 

performance in its entirety of this master’s beau- 
tiful music. Exception may be taken to the 
setting of the exquisite lines, “I Know a Bank,’ 
to the’ melody of Mendelssohn’s ‘On Wings of 
Song’ (‘Auf Fitigeln de Gesanges’), and cer- 
tainly it was a mistake for Oberon to speak the 
words before singing them; morecver, it was dis- 
tinctly destructive to the situa-ion for Oberon to 
take part in the lullaby, ‘ You Spotted Snakes,’ 
which Shakspeare directs to be sung by the first 
and second fairies of Titania’s followers. An ex- 
cerpt from some of Mendelssohn's orchestra? 
works would also have been a more artistic pro- 
ceeding than the arrangement of the ‘ Song With- 
out Words’ in C, No. 34, to serve as an interlude 
while the stage carpenters were busy preparing 
the fourth scene of the first act.’’ It will be re- 
membered that Mendelssohn took the score of the 
** Midsummer Wight’s Dream overture to 
land on the occasion of his first visit to London in 
1829. The work was first played in England, un- 
der Mendelssohn's direction, at a concert given by 
Drouet, the flutist, on Midsummer Night, 1829. 
At the same concert Mendelssohn played Bee- 
thoven’s E flat concerto, No. 5—the ‘‘ Emperor "—

“Here are some genuine answers,"' says the 
Lendon Musical Times, ‘‘to questions set in a 
school examination paper in music. They should 
no longer remain pigeon-holed: The use of the 
pianoforte pedais—One ‘to soften, one to louden 
the sound. Ritard—To get quiter. A chord is 
notes in harmony.

Morris Steinert, the well-known piano expert 
and inventor of the steinertone, has presented to 
Yale University his entire collection of musical 
instruments, comprising more than 500 pieces, and 
including’ every instrument that represents the 
development of the plano and the violin. Mr. 
Steinert’s collections have well known to 
musicians all over the country for years, tng 
the entire aggregation has never yet been ex- 
hibited. Included in the gift are 127 of the fore- 
runners of the modern ~— pianoforte, thirty-five 
stringed instruments, a dozen medieval missals 
and about 400 manuscripts, and photographs of 
both manuscripts and musicians, collected at great 
expense from all parts of the world. The collec- 
tion as a whole is unequaled in this country, and 
compares favorably with one or two great 
collections abroad. The Steinert collection has 
this advantage over all similar collections, that 
the old keyed and stringed instruments have been 
rewired and put in condition for use, so that 
each of them is practically the same as when it 
was played upon by its owner. 


Says the London Truth: ‘‘ An absurd report 
has got into -print that the directors are con- 
templating the abandonment of the opera season 
at Covent Garden this year. The rumor is news 
at any rate to the Covent Garden authorities. 
The whole of the dress boxes, as usual, have long 
ago been sold out for the season, and numerous 
engagements have been made and have officially 
been announced. It is not true, as has been sug- 
gested, that there is a clause in these contracts 
rendering them null in case of war; and, indeed, 
the doctrine of la force majeure—which we hap- 
pily have not been obliged to enforce within living 
memory—applies by custom in operatic matters 
only to invasion and the demise of the crown, 
The opera season, as has already been announced, 
will commence on Monday, May 7, and will con- 
tinue till nearly the end of July. Between this 
and then, of course, plenty of things may happen, 
but they are much more likely to improve than to 
cast any gloom over the London season, so far at 
any rate as opera is concerned. It is hoped, in- 
deed, that one of the big events of the season 
will be a gala representation. There was a State

485 conservatories. Among musical societies are 
420 church choirs, 840 amateur orchestras, 6,580 
singing socteties, 2,700 clubs with a special de- 
partment for music, and 200 amateur theatrical 
societies. To these must be added 270 teachere, 
880 variety theaters, 1,630 concert halls, 1,500 
café concerts, and 5,800 establishments that give 
open-air performances. In 1897 277,100 musical 
performances took place, at which 2,701,900 dif- 


ferent pieces were Sone ee 191,800 clas- 
sical pieces, 946,000 genre pieces, 1,504,000 light 
music (dance, etc.).

The program of the first London Philharmonic 
concert, March 8, will contain Tschwaikowsky’s 
** Pathetic ’’ symphony—a work so often played all 
over the country, says the New York Times, that, 
in the opinion of many, it would benefit by a rest. 
That may conceivably be the case, but allowance 
should be made when the society which originally 
introduced it to ers desires to repeat it. 
But there is more to say on this point. The 
London Truth has the following in this connec- 
tion: ‘* The Philharmonic society, which, years 
claim to Beethoven's Choral 8 


so-called * Pathetic ’ Mr. Berger, the 
respected Honorary Secretary of the society, bold- 
ly declares that ‘ Techaikowsky’s so-called ‘‘ Pa- 
thetic ’’ symphony was composed for us, and the 
composer was on the point of starting for England 
to conduct it at our concert of Feb. 28, 1894, when 
he was stricken down. The credit of having pro- 
duced the work, therefore, belongs to us and not 
to others.” Mr. Berger, however, seems rather 
shaky as to his dates. The symphony was dedi- 
cated to Davidoff, who died as far back as 1889 in 
Moscow. It is a far cry from 1889 to 1804. 
Furthermore, the symphony was actually produced 
in St. Petersburg long before the Philharmonic 
had a chance. It was, in fact, given by the Rus- 
sian Musical society on Oct. 16, 1898. Tschai- 
kowsky died on Nov. 10, 1883, and, if it be true, as 

Mr. Berger states, that, ‘ the composer was on 
the point of starting for England,’ he must have 
had an extraordinary idea of the unconscionably 
long time which the Philharmonic Orchestra took 
over rehearsals, In Russia and America, by the 
way, the ‘Symphonie Pathetique’ is known as 
the ‘Suicide’ Symphony; partly owing to its 
pessimistic tone, partly to the rumor—which has 
never been quite cleared up—that Tschaikowsky 
committed suicide. “The facts of the production 
seem to be clear enough.. Tschaikowsky had been 
invited to conduct a work at one of the Philhar- 
monic concerts in 1894. Doubtless the society 
would have preferred a symphony which had never 
been heard in public. But Tschaikowsky instead 
chose the ‘ Pathetique,’ a work which had &@l- 
ready been tried in St. Petersburg and had elicited 
much attention, It is, I believe, not pretended 
that the Philharmonic was going to pay any- 
thing for it, so that the idea that it was written 
upon its ‘commission’ is preposterous. But the 
Philharmonic certainly produced it for the first 
time in London.’’ The Chicago Onchestra also 
* certainly produced " this work in this city, 
April 27-28, 18984; and from the published score; an 
**unconscionably ’’ short time after the date 
mentioned by the London Philharmonic ety.

CHICAGO'S S SUBURBS. 


(Continued thirty-seventh page.) 


critical survey of the Chicago and Calumet 
Rivers to ascertain their relative commercial 
values. The first subdivision of “ Colne” 
was filed in 1836. 

South Chicago, however, really owes its . 


| existence and its name to the Calumet and 


Chicago ‘Dock company, which dates from 
1869. In 1856 Bllioct Anthony and O. 8. Hough 
aequired most of the land in the original site, 
and in 1869 they with others organized the 
Canal Dock company, of which James H. 
Bowen was the first President. Even in 
those days high hopes were entertained 
locally that the old “ Calumet” was to “‘be- 
come the commercial and maritime center at 
the head of the lake. 


OAKLAND. | 
One of the most delightful and even 
famous of Chicago's southern suburbs, Oak- 
iand, is known now to fame only in the mem-. 
ory of its older residents and in the name of 
the station on the suburban lines of the 
lilinois Central. It was known first as 
Cleaverville, from Charles Cleaver, who es- 
tablished a soap factory and built a resi- 
dence there in 1853. His house, which he 
named Oakwood Hall—whence Oakwood 
boulevard—stood where 3938 Ellis avenue 1s 
now, and was widely known for its hos- 
pitable host’s sake., Ellis avenue, by the 
way, which runs by its site, commemorates 
the name of Samuei Ellis, the pioneer tavern- 
keeper of the South Side. 

Cleaverville prospered from the start. Its 
factory gave it business standing in the 
community, and its founder was a man of 
enterprise. In 1854 he built the first church 
erected south of Van Buren street, known 
afterward as the Oakland Congregational 
Church. This and the natural advantages 
of the site induced rapid settlement by good 
people, and after the war the place grew 
rapidly in popularity as a suburb for fine 
residences. 

‘rhe name “ Oakland "’ was substituted for 
Cleaverville in 1871 by common consent of 
the populace, suggested by the oaks which 
lined the streets. Cleaver was a lover of 
trees, and many of the old-time names of 
streets in the suburb—«lm, Locust, Maple, 
etc.—were bestowed by him on account of 
the trees he caused to be planted when the 
thoroughfares were laid out.

Whitings was so christened by the Stand- 
ard Otl company when it established its 
plant there, but the real source of the name 
was most remote from any connection with 
the Rockefeller interests, and, as a matter 
of fact, embalms the memory only of one of 
the humblest men that over pulled a throttle 
or ditched a train, 

Many years ago, when the Lake Shore rail- 
road was in its infancy, “ Old Pap Whiting ”’ 
Was an engineer pulling freight in and out 
of Chicago over that line. It was before the 


‘days of train dispatchers, and “ Old Pap 


Whiting,’’ who was withal a fearless, if 
not a reckless, runner, not seldom took large 
chances in order to “* make time.’”’ 

On one of these occasions he was pound 
along down the line with a heavy tr 
trying to make a certain siding to 
get out of the .way of a _ fast passen- 
ger train that he knew was booming along 
behind him. His haste overcame his dis- 


) cretion and on a nasty bit of track he ditched 


his entire train, doing it all so neatly that 
he left the passenger as clear a track as if 
he had puNed in on the desired siding. 

From that day the spot was known among 
railroad men as Pap Whiting’s Siding." 
When the Standard Oil people came along, 
looking for a spot to locate their odoriferous 
plant, this ‘‘no. man’s land” of a place 
seemed to fill the bill exactly, and they were 


its owners. But Pap Whiting’s 


Siding "’ was altogether too long and too 
‘commonplace for their use as a station 
name, so they amputated the tradition at 
each end and ‘‘ Whitings’”’ the place has 
been ever since. | 


[MORGAN PARK. 


Morgan Park, the site of the Baptist Theo- 


logical Seminary, was known for years po- 


litically as ‘*‘ North Blue Island” and col- 
loquially as Horse Thief Hollow.” Both 
names were creatures of circumstance. The 
first was due to its position relative to the 


already old and flourishing Towpgof Blue 


Island. The second referred to a ravine 
where it was certain that horse thieves had 
their fastness, though the plundered farmers 
never succeeded in catching the depredators 
there or recovering any of their four-footed 
booty. 

The name of Morgan Park” was be- 
stowed by James Morgan, the old-time South 
Park Commissioner, in 1869, in memory of 
his aricestor, who had settled on the ridge 
in 1844. The town was developed in large 
part by the Blue Isand Land and Building 
company, which platted Morgan Park in ’69. 


GRAND CROSSING. | 


Grand Crossing’s first name was “ Cor- 


the original site of 600 acres for $6,000 from 
W. B. Ogden late in the ’50s. For many 
years the ground was left in meadow, but 
Mr. Cornell was always hopeful of its ulti- 
mate value for factory sites, and immediate- 
‘ly after the great fire platted it as Cornell's 
Subdivision. That was too long a name for 
people as busy as Chicagoans and their 
neighboring Phcenixes were at that time, 
and colloquially the place soon came to be 
known simply as “ Cornell.’’ 

Mr. Cornell established a watch factory 
there in the big gray building which is still 
standing, and the hamlet soon became an 
important industrial and railroad point. 

The postoffice authorities discovered, as 
the mail for the village increased, that there 
was another “Cornell” postoffice in the 
State, and in 1872 the name was changed to 
Crossing ’’ by W. B. Kniskern. 


KENWOOD, | 


Kenwood took its name from the residence 
of Dr. J. A. Kennicott, who called his home 
** Kenwood,” after the ancestral seat of his 
family near Edinburg, Scotiand,, Dr. Ken- 
nicott built his house in 1856, the year after 
Hyde Park was founded, and gradually a 

‘considerable settlement grew up around him. 

When in 1859 the hamlet had become of suf- 
ficient importance to warrant a station of 
its own, the railroad people adopted the lo- 
cal designation and bestowed the name of

| OTHER SOUTHERN SUBURBS | 


Lansing came by its name because John 
Lansing settled there in early days. He 
owned a large amount of property, and was 
instrumental in getting the old Great East- 
ern road to build through the place. AS in 
the case of Charies H. Daiton and his town, 
the road named its depot, where Lansing 
now stands, after John Lansing. Mr. Lan- 
sing died many years ago. 

Turlington W. Harvey, who was the lead- 
ing spirit of the Harvey Land association, 
gave the name it carries to Harvey. The 
founder was interested in many large enter- 
prises. 

West Hammond is located on the State 
line between Illinois and Indiana. Ham- 
mond, Ind., lies east of the place, and nat- 
urally the little neighbor got the name of 
West Hammond. When it was incorporated, 
six years ago, aie name was given legal 


‘sanction. 


Egandale, long except.by old 
settlers, was a beautiful suburban spot laid 
out by Dr. William Bradshaw Egan of Chi- 
cago, southwest of the present intersection 
of Forty-seventh street and Cottage Grove 
avenue. Here he established a magnificent 
park and garden, which he opened to the pub- 
lic in 1860, and which remained for several 
years a favorite resort of the people. 

Brookline was named by Paul Cornell when 
he platted it, in 1860. the topography. sug- 
gested the name. 

Cheltenham Beach was known first as 
*" White Oak Ridge.’’ Its present name, and 
aiso that of Windsor Park, were given by 
Mrs. W. K. Ackerman. | 

Colehour was christened for Charles W. 

Colehour, the attorney. Though settled in 
1851, its separate identity was not recognized 
until 1873, when it was platted as Iron- 
workers’ addition to South Chicago. Itgre- 
ceived its postoffice name in 1875. ‘ 
- Irondale began life as ‘“‘ Brown’s Mills,” 
so called from the plant of the J. H. Brown 
Iron and Steel company, which was the first 
enterprise to be established there. In 1882 
the name was changed to ‘‘ Cummings,”’ in 
honor of the President of the New York, Chi- 
cago and St. Louis railroad. The character 
of its industries led later to its present ap- 
propriate title.

wisch, the President of the United States 
Rolling Stock company, which located there 
and started the town, 
dustrial-center idea of Pullman, in 1883. 

Riverdale was named by George Dalton. 
who came to the Little Calumet in 18385. The 
stream and valley supplied the inspiration. 

Wildwood was appropriately so called by 
James H. Bowen, who long had his resi- 
dence there. The site was once an Indian 
burying-ground. 

Homewood was known as “ Hartford,’ 
from James Hart, who platted it in 1852, un- 
til it was rechristened by a development com- 
pany. . 

Kensington originally was ‘* Calumet Sta- 
tion,’’ on the Illinois Central and Michigan 
Central railroads.

The tribes coming together are 
divided . into. ‘two des. those of. the Two 
Brothers andthe Four Brothers. Those who 
belong ‘to the Two Brothers come in at the 
west door, and those of the Four Brothers at 
the east ‘end of the Longhouse. 

* “ Night after night I sat in one of these 
Longhouses fearing to go away lest in my 
absence - some important part of the cere- 
mony should take place. The ‘ Burning of 
the White Dog’ does not occur until next to 
the last day of the ceremony. | 


MEANING OF RITE: 

“ While the ceremony is carried out now 
largely because it is traditional, its meaning 
geems to be to worship Rawon Niyoh, the 
Great Spirit, and to seek his protection from 
disease or other ills. According to no plan 
and with no leadership the Indians, old and 
young, carry out the ceremonies with a pre- 
cision. that is wonderful. They seem born to 
it; Thereare constant changes in the dances, 
which seem to be made voluntarily and with 
unity. 

‘ ““The* Burning of the White Dog’ is the 
only. ceremony of the week that takes place’ | 
in the daytime. I was privileged to witness 
‘some parts of this performance, which usual- 
ly are kept secret from all but the two In-. 
dians chosen ‘to carry them out. The white 
dog is selected with great care. He must 
) have been raised in an Indian family and’be 
of pure Indian breed. as the white man shall 
— no part in this affair. 

The dog is taken on the day of the burn- 
ing .to some secluded spot,. where it is 
strangled by two men who are the only wit- 
nesses. his is done with a hempen cablo 
large enough to support a ton in weight.

“This,” said Mr..Simms, “ is the climax, 
PAR xy not the end, of the ceremony that 
Jasts for a week.

ae The False Face dance is perhaps the 
most” revérential performance. The Indian 
reveres his false face, which he has-pre- 
served, perhaps, as a gift from an ancestor. 
These ‘faves are the most hideous and gro- 
tesque of masks, made of wood often and 
extremely uncomfortable. But they are

~/ “ One of the masks I urcteht with me has 
a pathetic story attached to it. It was the 
property of one of the oldest men in his tribe 
and had long hung upon the wall of his hut. 
Réalizing that his end was approaching he 
saw that he must part with it soon, but he 
hesitated about selling it. He deliberated 
| tor. @ day over my offer. Then at the ap- 
pointed time he came out of his hut with the 
Mask. Placing it before him under a tree 
he addressed it in words like these: 

“*O, False Face, you who have rested 
many seasons within my hut, we are about 
to part.. You will go on a long journey, and 
I shall soon go to the home of the Great 
Spirit. ‘You are going with a white man, but 
he is good and will care for you. Many 
| times we have prayed together, you and f, 
for the people of our tribe. Sometimes, per- 
haps, you will be lonesome where you are 
} going.. Therefore I have brought these two

FALSE FACE LEGEND. 

‘‘ Just what the False Face means it would 
be hard to say. This is the Indian tradition: 
When the Great Spirit came back upon 
earth, after having created it and all its be- 
ings, he found here the False Face. The. 
False Face had an ugly countenance and his 
mouth was drawn out of shape on one side. 
This is to be found in many of their masks. 
Rawon Niyoh, the Great Spirit, said to him: 
‘ Where did you come from?’ to which the | 
False Face replied: ‘I am the real owner 
of this world—I was here before you.’ 

*Rawon Niyoh replied to this that the 
place should belong to him, since he made 
it. The False Face protested his right of 
possession and said he was stronger than 
Rawon Niyoh. To settle this' question ‘the 
False Face proposed that they should retire 
to a valley between the mountains. Then 
he ordered one of the mountains to ap- 
proach... But Rawon Niyoh commanded the 
other to approach, and it came so close that 
they were barely able to escape. 

‘* Being impressed with the powers of each 
other, they reached ah agreement that the 
False Face was to withdraw from the earth 
that people might come and not be afraid. 
The False Face was to come back only when 
there was sickness and trouble. And so the 
False Face is brought out’only upon the oc- 
easion of these religious festivals, and the 
purpose of the dance is to ward off sickness 
and ills. This is the tradition. . 

‘*A few of the other dances engaged in 
during this week are the bear dance, the 
buffalo dance, the women’s and girls’ dance, 
the husk-mask dance; the fish dance, Ka- 
zeesh-sah, the war dance, the wild pigeon 
dance, the Delaware corn dance, the grand-. 
fathers’ dance, and the skin dance. These 
are full of intricate steps, which every one : 
scems able to follow naturally’and without 
training. The children are-privileged’ to 
join in all dances, but the older. people have. 
various divisions, ent: to take part in’ 
one or. another. 


INDIAN. GAMBLING. 

“Only .upon the occasions of these. cere-. 
monies | is. gambling: permitted’ amorig the 
tribes of the Six Nations. They will not play | 
éards,’ for these were brought to this coun-— 
try by the white man, and’ would have evil : 
for the Indian. ‘They also’ look upon’ the 
violin as an instrument that has led white’ 
young people to harm and will not permit its 
music to be heard among them. 

“The gambling game played - these re- 
ligious festivals is the peach stone game. 
I have brought back several of them. The 
Indians lose all their stoicism when indulg- 

‘in this game, and the scene within the 
Longhouse can only be compared to a morn- 
ing or the Board of Trade... Men and wom- 
en both engage in the game. Some of the 
most valuable articles. of wearing’ apparel 
and other possessions have been collected 
as prizes. ¢ 

“Two men, one from each side of the 
Longhouse, are’ appointed to call out the 
male players, and two. women. to serve a like 
purpose for the women. A blanket is spread 
on the floor of’ the Longhouse, and in the 
middle is a wooden bow! containing six peach 
stones. These stones have been worn and 
polished until they have almost a ‘ plano 
finish.’ They are blackened on one side. At 
the south edge of the blanket is a vessel con- 
taining 100 beans, from which each of the 
callers takes seven. The players are ex- 
horted to keep their tempers, as it may 
please the Great Master to make the losers 
win next time if they behave well. 

“Two players are called at a time, and 
each in turn shakes the bow! and strikes 
the bottom. This throws the peach stones 
up and they fall back. The winning throws 
are six black, or six unpainted surfaces, the 
count being five in either case, and all but 
one of either color, counting two. A woman 
representing the winner takes the beans he 
wins by his throws, and the game gbdes on- 
until the beans are gone. Each article con-

THE SIX NATIONS. 

The tribes of Indians which Mr. Sinan is 
now studying were all formerly United 
States Indians, some of them from as far 
south as Virginia. At. the beginning ofthe 
seventeenth century they included the Mo- 
hawks, Oneidas, Onondagas, Cayugas, and 
Senecas. Thtoughout New York-'and ;the 
Eastern inland States are to be found.the 
marks of their former occupancy: ofthe 
country in the names of rivers, lakes; and 
cities. Several of their tribes were made 
famous in Cooper’s novels. They were 
known as the Five Nations until 1715, when 
joined by the Tuscaroras.:. They have since 
been known as the Six Nations, but.were 
more commonly called Iroquois. They main- . 
tained friendly relations with the early Eng- 
lish and the Dutch, while they were hostile . 
to the French who came wis abel from the 
north. 

After the revolution the beohawhke crosse® 
into Canada under Joseph Brant. .He was, 
one of the first Indians to mingle: to:any . 
extent with the white people and he made 
two trips to England. One. his“ direct 
descendants, J. O. Brant-Sero, now lives in . 
Ontario near the reservation. He-is a, full 
bleoded Indian and an educated and fintel- 
ligent man. Mr. Simms promises that\he 
will induce him, if possible, to come’to Chit- 
cago to give Shakspearean readings... 

Mr. Simms is a native of Virginia, born 
within bugle’call of the home-of Robert-E. 
Lee. Besides his position’at the Field Mu- ' 
seum, he is at present the Portuguese Con- 
sul in Chicago. During the World’s Fair: 
Mr. Simms was.active in the foreign depart- 
ment, and became its secretary.. 

A’ few white men have been adopted into 
the: tribe, and in'the spring Mr. Simms ex- 
pects. to go back ’.to have the ceremony of 
adoption performed .for him.| He was voted’ 
a member of the tribe upon his.recent trip 
to the reservation, ibut as the adoption. can- 
not take place during the religious,ceremony 
of the Burning na: the White’ he did 
not wait. 


LORD S’HADEKARIWADEH. 


One of the oldest Indians in the ‘Six -Na- | 
tions reserve is Peter Powless,:the'story of | 
whose life is an epitome of the history of ¥ 
his race. A sketch of Powless, known also as 
Lord 8’Hadekariwadeh, has been written by 
J. O. Brant-Sero, and is as follows: : 

“The subject of this sketch is a Mohawk 
or Canienga chief, residing on the Six’ Na- : 
tions’ reserve, Brant County, Ontario, Can- 
ada. So far as authentic information‘ can 
be obtained this modern Indian chief is‘the 
most interesting study on the:continent of 
America. His lineage is the most ancient 


anything of. He is the holder’ of ‘a; here- 
itary chfeftainship title older than | ‘the. Co- 
lumbian era. 

“The term ‘ Lord’ isa literal translation 

of the Canienga word Royaner, which, also || 
means ‘a master’ and ‘ good.’; My mobile 
chief's private name is Peter Powless. \He 
was born on the flats to the north side of the 
Grand River, not far from the old Mohawk 
church, east of the Ox Bow Bend and op , 
site to the village of Newport, where ee 
old Indian families lived before the last sux- 
render of lands. He arrived into the world, 
or, as the Caniengas say, ‘ became a human 
being,’ on June 10, 1844.‘ Young Powileéss’ | 
childhood days were spent in very much the .

Christians for many generations, he was in 
due time baptized in the old Mohawk Saat

_ “'Phis concludes the maternal! side of Chief 
Powless’ descent, which, judging from Cap- 
tain Brant’s lineage, dating to the year 1710, 
fairly places this chief in a unique position. 
The paternal side of the chief’s descent dates 
toa time previous to the American Independ- 
_ence. His. grandmother, Betsy Davis— 
widow of Isaac—married Peter Powless in 
Canada. Both were born in the vicinity of 
Albany. .Betsy was born there in the year 
1770. She. died and was buried at, the old 
Mohawk church in. 1876, in her 106th year. 
Peter.and Betsy Powless (besides two girls) 


| had a son named Peter, father of the present 


Peter, who. married as his second wife 
Esther Lotteridge. The issue of this mar- 
riage were Lydia and Peter. It will be seen 
that the chief is the third generation of 
Peter Powless. Thereisa fourth generation 
of that name. 

Royaner, ‘S’Hadekariwadeh, whose name 
means ‘ words of equal height,’ or ‘ value,’ 
is now Hving on the Sour Spring line, in the 
southeastern. part of the Six Nation reserve, 
near by an old ‘ beaver town.’

+’ “The chief, in his youth, was a gay young 
spark, found of such social pastimes as were 
in vogue. .He could dance the ‘ cofillon,’ the 
‘ French four’—swing the dusky girls around 
in. the most approved fashion. Foot-racing 
was a favorite manly sport with him. The 
old,. wild desire for freedom of thought and 
action is probably responsible for his lack 
of schooling... However, he was once a pupil 
at the Mohawk institution. , 

“* While still in his.teens he helped to build 
the Anglican church, called ‘Canienga. 
Church.’ He was afterwards church warden 
for many years. The chief is.a traveled man, 
haying at one time seen ‘ sarvis ’ among the 
white tents—with Barnum. The drum which 
he played on is amongst the dearest treas- 
ures" which the only military Indian band 
possesses. This brass band is attaclhted to the | 
Thirty-seventh Haldimand Rifles of Canada. 
' “Fe is’ one of the oldest Orangemen on 
“his reserve. In 1877 he was chosen a stc- 

or to the deceased James Givins, suc- 
ceeding to the title henow holds. His chief- 
tainship career is a consistent one. Accom- 
panied by his brother Mohawk chief (along 
with others), the late Lord Astaweaserontha 
—John .Fraser—visited Buffalo officially at 
the’ reinterment of Red Jacket in 188.

RIVING down towards Whitehell in

We, 
who rush and tear about in the North, sud- 
denly sweep down here among the palms 
and take upon ourselves all in an inscant 
the easy laziness of the people of the Medi- 
terranean, 

One cannot rush and hurry with a back- 
ground of palms and palmettos. It isn’t in 
keeping, and we are consistent enough to 
realize it. We drive and. stroll.agd loll 
about the tropic garden. places, and life is 
a pleasant, easy thing. Cares and hurry are 
forgotten; we are at rést, and,the roses 
bloom and the blue sea shines, and the lovers 
walk on the old sea wall, with the gulls 
fiying over in the hot sunshine. And a hun- 
dred years ago Spanish lovers walked the 
same, and the old town was just as it is 
now, excepting that the big palaces of hotels 
had not sprung up. 

But the hotels are Spanish in architecture, 
they look old, and they do not disturb the

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RUSSIAN SOLDIERS 
SHOOT DOWN INFECTED COOLIES.

[The writer. who under the nom de plume of 
** Gladys Deane.”* givés the following account of 
the plague, and of other diseases and famine in 
parts of China recently visited by her, is better 
known in the professional world as Mrs. Mabel 
L. Bertrandis of San Frarcisco, who recently 
closed an engagement with’an Australian Dra- 
matic eompany playing from Sydney and Mel- 
bourne to Auckland, Hingkong, Shanghai, 
Viadivostock, and other pl in the Orient now . 
experiencing the beneficial ects of the commer- 
cial expansion, introduced by. the civilized powers. 
At the close of her engagerijent Mrs. Bertrandis 
established a successful sch¢ol at Port Arthur for 
teaching the English langugge to the Russians, 
the Czar’s subjects in Ching, favoring Americans 
as in comercial transactions, 
above representatives of an¥- other nation. Thus 
the writer's opportunities fr observation and 
gaining information from thé plague-stricken dis- 
tricts were greatly improved. Like many other 
foreigners who have experienced the evils of the 
climate of China, and on account ofthe threatened 
plague epidemic, ‘‘ Gladys ‘Deane’’ was.com- 
pelied to take her departure. After a practically 
continuous journey of 12,500 miles, during which 
she experienced vexatious quarantine delays at 
Honolulu and elsewhere; this independent Ameri- 
can woman reached the United States, and, at the 
close of a brief visit with friends in Chicago, de- 
parted Friday for New York, on her way to Lon- 
don and Paris, to remain tuntil the close af the 
French world’s exposition.] . 
IGHTING the plague with fire and 
death—quick obliteration of human 
beings at the gun muzzle and the 
utter extinction of dead bodies in the 
ashes of funeral pyres—is an excess of 
horror in connection with the progress of the 
dread black bubonic scourge in the Orient 


that has not until now been made generally — 


known in America. 

This pestilential malady, which at vari- 
ous periods, ranging over twenty-five cen- 
turies, has swept over continents of the 
old world and has claimed victims by mil-e 
lions, according to medical experts of the 
Orient is likely to reach the United States 
this year. Already it has ravaged Hono- 
lulu, invaded western South America, round- 
ed Cape Horn, and advanced north to Bra- 
zilian ports and Argentina, and last of all 
to the Island of Cozumel, off the coast of 
Yucatan. In this country its horfors -are 
little known, and it is the common opinion of 


medical men who have,studied the malady | 


that it is not likely to make serious inroads 
among the members of white races in tem- 


perate latitudes, living in healthful sur- | 
- roundings. America thus far has known no | 


visitation of plague or pestilence that it has 


not been able to check by measures less — 


harsh than taking the lives of hundreds to | 


save the lives of thousands. 

Yet these extreme precautionary measures 
are quite commonly known, and have been 
discussed, with varying comment, concern- 
ing the plague and its suppression, in every 
official and shipping circle up and down the 
coast of China, from Hongkong to Port Ar- 
thur, north to Viadivostock, and along the 
line of the eastern branch of the Trans- 

* siberian railroad, through Manchurie, to 
Newchwang, ever since last July. 


The custom of the disposal of bodies of — 


plague victims by the Russian army of- 
ficials in Manchuria is invariably that of 
incineration. Between July 6 and 15 last 
over 800 coolies employed on the railroad 
work near Newchwang, who became in- 
fected by contact with coolie laborers 
\ahippea from Hongkong, and who disclosed 
unmistakable evidences of having the 
plague in its first stages, were rounded up 
and shot by the Cossack soldiers employed in 
guarding the camps. Their bodies were 
piled on logs saturated with petroleum and 
burned. The writer had the details of this 
happening from Russian army officers and 
physicians of high rank, who were sent to. 
Newchwang to assist in suppressing the 
plague and to make a study of its char- 
acteristics. | 
Whether this summary and effective meth- 
od of checking in its incipiency the threat- 
ened ravages of the most deadly of scourges 
known to mankind is justified by the prin- 
ciple of sel-preservation, the survival of 
the fittest, or any law of humanity, for the 
protection of the civilized and healthy many 
against the, uncivilized and filthy few al- 
ready doomed to inevitable death is a ques- 
tion of high moral law. which savants and 
humanitarians may discuss to advantage and 
decide. At any rate, it is like fighting fire 
with fire, and the custom is enforced in the 
light of superior intelligence, cieanliness, 
and civilization, as weli as by the power of

by Chinese local and imperial officials, I am 
in a position, through actual contact with 
those who have been eye-witnesses of many 
of the attendant horrors, to describe the | 
situation as it really exists. | 

Not less than twelve districts in northern 
Kiangsu, central and eastern Shantung, 
northern Ho-nan, and central Shansi were 
devastated and impoverished by flood and 
famine in 1898. This left many thousands of 
people weakened and in a starving condition. | 
Last summer was one of extreme drought; 
the famine increased, the starving people 
were also afflicted with scourges of cater- 
pillars, locusts, and grasshoppers, which 
cleaned up the last vestige of vegetation, so 
that aside from the roots of grass and dried 
shoots of willow trees the famishing natives 
had no recourse but to eat their otherwise 
unwektome visitors—the locusts and grass- 
hoppers—as well as the field moles and every 
surviving living thing that might in any 
manner be obtained. 

Then came the plague, and with it the vul- 


tures, which always come from nobody 


knows where, when men are to be destroyed, 
Few of these uncanny and unclean scaven- 
gers had been seen in the afflicted region, or 
even in north China, since the Chino-Jap- 
anese war; but now they hoverin vast num- 
bers over villages, fields, hills, and high- 
ways, and their coming from out of the “ eye 
of the sun” fills the superstitious natives 
with the awe and dread of an actual great 
calamity. 

Those of the natives who are yet strong 
enough, but see nothing but death from 
starvation and plague confronting them, are 
in full flight for other portions of the em- 
pire. It is as if a whole nation were moving. 
The ground and all sources of water supply 
seem to be saturated with the germs of dis- 
ease. 

Reports of these conditions by mission- 
aries and interpreters coming out of these 
districts are just beginning to reach the sea- 
ports. The American Coneul at Chee Foo 
has already informed the government of the 
distress, death, and desolation prevailing 
and drawing closer toward his field of action. 
All foreigners are leaving the interior cities 
and those in the seaports are affected cop- 
stantly with apprehensions of the coming 
of the plague. 

At Port Arthur and northward to New- 
chwang, Mukden, and Kirin the Russians 
have more at stake than any of the other 
encroaching civilizing powers. Their coolle 
laborers on fortifications, navy yard, and 
railroad work number over 40,000 at Port 
Arthur and beyond as far as Newchwang, 
and these are guarded by an army of 80,000

the Japanese in their deadly warfare with 
Mausers against Chinese spear points, were 
thrown into it after the capture of the mud 
forts at Talien-wan in the Chino-Japanese 
war. 

A peculiar disease prevalent at Port Ar- 


thur, having features analogous to those of 


the plague, and one that has entirely baf- 


fled the Russfan army physicians, is a swell- 
ing of the legs which attacks fatally the 
Russians and Cossacks, but seldom the na- 
tives and coolies, although the latter almost 
invariably die of the plague proper. The 
swelling beging in the feet and ankles and 
extends to the knees, but no farther. After 
five days high fever sets in, the knees give 
out entirely, the legs become swollen to 
enormous proportions, and the afflicted sol- 
dier becomes entirely helpless. During the 
progress of the disease the skin «f the face, 
hands, and entire body of the v turns to 
a saffron yellow hue, and blue varfcose veins 
form beneath the eyes, giving theéysufferer 
an extraordinarily repulsive facia? aspect. 
This disease also attacks the horses of the 
Cossack troopers, which refuse food and 
soon die of starvation and exhaustion. Not 
one cure has been effected by the army 
physicians, and as fast as the men are af- 
fected they are placed aboard transports and 
shipped to Odessa for treatment in the mili- 
tary hospital there. Many have died before 
the arrival of transports. 

The Russians have taken all sorts of meas- 
ures to purify the “‘ poisoned lake,” but as 
yet unsuccessfully, and it is now understood 
that as soon as the fortifications are com- 
pleted the main body of troops will be re- 
moved to Victoria Bay, on the outer side of 
the Shing-King Peninsula, in Talien-wan 
Bay, which is the upper arm of the famous 
Yellow Sea, and distant thirty miles from 
Port Arthur, contiguous to a more healthful 
water supply. | 

Here the Russians are building the new 
commercial city of Dalny, which will be the 
terminus of the eastern branch of the Trans- 
siberian failroad, an@ an open port. The 
cliy will be built entirely of stone, as Port 
Arthur is, but the latter city will continue to

After the evacuation of Port Arthur by 
the Japanese the Chinese, who had fought 
them with pictures of dragons and devils 
on banners attached to bamboo poles, 
dragged the “ poisoned lake " and recovered 
the bodies of their slaughtered countrymen, 
which they reverenthy buried, according to 
their custom, on the surface of the ground 
of the adjoining hillsides, heaping up the 
earth over them. e successive heavy 


rains for several years Grained all these. 


graves into the lake. In trying to purify 
their only source of fresh water supply the 
Russians caused their coolies to remove all 
these bodies and burn them, and then dig and 
scrape the surface of the ground to a depth 
of four feet and dump the earth into the Gulf 
of Pe-Chili at a distance of five miles from 
shore. Notwithstanding the fact that the 


water is all boiled and filtered before use, 
the bowel and stomach derangements, 
strange blood complications, and the unduly 
high death rate continue among the troops. 
All of which goes to show that water is one 
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of the prime sources of infection and medi- 
ums of carrying the germs of disease. 


MEANS OF INFECTION. 


Scourge—Germs Infest Rats, Fleas, 
and Other Living Organisms, and Are 


Scattered by Them. 


| HYSICIANS in Oniental ports who have 
made a study of the plague without 
exception agree that the microbes of 
the malady come down the rivers 

. either in boats or in the water. In 
trying to stamp out* the plague at New- 
chwang the Russian authorities met with 
the same difficulties that the health author- 
ities throughout China have experienced. 
The natives in their dense and intense su- 
perstition believe that if their bodies are de- 
stroyed by fire. a portion lost, or even not 
buried in the sacred soll of the Flowery 
Kingdom, they will never be allowed to meet 
their sainted ancestors in the golden palm 
gardens of paradise.

They cannot 
conceive how doves, rats, rabbits, cats, and 
dogs can carry contagion, hence they believe

These superstitions, coupled with the ani- 
mal filth, vermin, and garbage accumula- 
tions which characterize all Oriental cities, 
make inteligent and scientific efforts to 
eradicate the plague doubly difficult. It is 
established that the plague germs have a 
strong partiality for small animals, particu- 
larly domestic animals and house and ship 
rats. The latter are generaliy infested with 
fleas, and it is also established that the flea 
is one of the most common means of carry- 
ing disease-germs from the animal to the 
human system. When the flea-infested and 
plague-stricken rat dies the fleas desert the 
carcass and carry the deadly microbes of the 
disease with them to other rats or to human 
beings, who frequently are inoculated by a 
single thrust of the needle-like lance of the 
little giant of the insect ki 

It is a question whether ship rats carried 
the plague from Calcutta to Hongkong, or 
vice versa, or whether rats were responsible 
for its entrance into Honolulu. But I have 
seen more rats smoked out of ships at Hong- 
kong and Port Arthur and out of the docks 
at Viadivostock and Honolulu than any per- 
son not having witnessed the sight would 
imagine could exist in such quarters. When 
the fumes of the burning sulphur penetrate 
their burrows, runways, and nests, vast 
swarms of them rush out, blinded and gasp- 
ing for air, and leap in drovesinto the water, 

here to drown—perhaps to disseminate 

plague germs. These germs may live in- 
definitely in water, or be carried up to the 
clouds and scattered over the earth in rain 
for all I have been able to learn to the con- 
trary from medical men wige in the ways of 
microbes. Some of the big merchant ships 
yield two or three barrels of rats and the 
large docks three or four times as many.

Hundreds of Infected Coolies Are 
Shot Down by Order of Russian Of- 
ficials to Check the Spread of Con- 
tagion. | 

N nearly every instance known the Chi- 
nese have tried to hide the first victims 
of the plague when it has broken out, 


just as they do their relations and friends 
who suffer from leprosy. When the bu- 


‘in the Russian railroad camp at Newchwang 
the earlier victims remained hidden in their 
shacks. It was not until a coolie “ boy " 
serving as waiter in the officers’ headquar- 
ters fell insensible in the dining-room and 
died almost immediately, his body turning 
black and showing unmistakable evidence 
of the cause of death, that any alarm was 
feit or precaution taken to preyent the 
spread of the disease. : 

Then the entire 1,500 coolies in the stricken 
camp were rounded up by 500 Cossack sol- 
diers and herded in a stockade. The shacks 
were searched and a dozen cases were found, 
some in the last stages of the disease, and 
it was discovered that sevemal had died and 
been secretly buried at night in the outskirts

bonie terror atacked the coolies employed . 


of the camp. All of the twelve victims dis- 
covered died within the next three days. 

Then a weeding-out process was begun 
among those in the corral, and several who 
were plainly marked ‘with the disease were 
marched under a guard of Cossacks to the 
scrub forest near by, lined up, and shot by 
a firing squad, after which their bodies were 
burned. 

But so strong a hold had the disease ob- 
taimed among the coolies that a number died 
during the night inthecorral. The Cossacks 
began to murmur and showed a desire to 
fly from the strange enemy which menaced 
them. In five days ninety of the coolies died 
and thirty had been executed. During the 
last two days of the week 370 more of the 
coolies died and their bodies were burned by 
the Cossacks, the coolies refusing even at 
the muzzle of the rifle to do the work. 

On the night of the seventh day the re- 
maining thousand coolies in the corral broke 
out and escaped to the forest and hills. They 
were in far greater terror of the plague than 


of the guns of their Cossack guards and pre-" 


ferred to take the chance of escape in the 
wilds rather than the almost certain pros- 
pect of death if they remained. 

The guards hunted them and captured 
many. Those found to be inoculated were 
shot and their bodies consigned to the pyre 
of logs and petroleum. In this way over 
250 more of the coolies were shot and their 
bodies incinerated. Many of those who es- 
caped died of the disease in their hiding 
places and others starved to death. Nearly 
all of the balance of the fifteen hundred were 
captured eventually by the Cossacks and re- 
turned to the corral, and after two weeks, 
if the plague did not develop, they were re- 
turned to their work. 

The Russians claim that the fatalities 
would not have been anywhere near as great 
among this gang of coolies if there had been 
any means of isolating them individually. 
In all about 700 of the 1,500 laborers perished: 
and, quite remarkable to relate, not a single 
Cossack or Russian officer contracted the 
plague. In Port Arthur the coolies and Chi- 
nese are confined to quarters at one end of 
the city. The plague was carried among 
them by workmen returning from New- 
chwang. Isolation and disinfection alone 
did not appear completely ,efficacious in 
stamping it out and it was quite common 
knowledge in the city that many victims of 
the plague were taken beyond the city walls 
at night and shot and their bodies burnt. 


REACHES OTHER PORTS 


Cases Develop at Various Places on 
Gulf of Pe-Chili. and Peking Is Men- 
aced with a Prospective Epidemic— 
China Urged to Action. | 


HULE this practical realization of 

the horrors of the plague was in 
° progress at Newchwang, two new 

cases of the disease developed at 

Chefoo, distant ninety miles from 
Port Arthur, across the entrance to the 
Gulf of Pe-Chili, and other cases were re- 
ported at Tientsm, on the east coast of the 
gulf, At Tientsin the plague was within 
150 miles of Peking, the Chinese imperial 
capital, with its triple walls and a native 
quarter, within the first or outer wall, thirty 
miles in circumference, which is the dirtiest 
quarter in Christendom, with the possible 
exception of that at Hongkong. ‘In Peking 
there is a cosmopolitan admixture of Chi- 
nese, Tartars, Manchus, Mongols, Thibetans, 
Coreans, and every human and animal 


. product of Asia, all jostling’ together, with 


camel trains, mule litters, pony carts, se- 
dans, and wheelbarrows crowding the nar- 
row and filthy streets of the native section. 
The drainage output for all this, as well as 
for a province containing nearly 20,000,000 
people, is the Sang-Kan-Ho River, which 
joins with the Hu-to-ho and the Chang-Ho 
above Tienftsin and empties through the 
broad Petho into the Gulf of Pe-Chili. 
Naturally it was to the direct interest of 
the Russians that they should protect their 
troops and laborers at Port Arthur from 
this new menace of the plague, and al- 
though they had no authority at either 
Chefoo or Tientsin they demanded of the 
Chinese authorities that vigorous measures 
be, taken to stamp out the plague in its in- 
cipiency. The Britiah, whose naval station 
is at Wel-hai-wei, a few miles west of 
Chefoo, reinforced this demand and sent a 
squad of marines to assist the Chinese an- 


thorities, who, after much grumbling and 


dilatoriness, isolated the known cases of 
plague, disinfected liberally, and established 
@ quarantine.

it was found that the victim had become 
inoculated ten or twelve days before death, 
but were physically able to keep up to the 
last. 


I learned also that the officials in India find 
it impossible to burn the bodies of cholera 
victims, because they dare not interfere with 
the Hindu religion, a feature of which Is in- 
cineration of the dead but not total destruc- 
tion and obliteration of the remains.

The location of plague spots and the 


eonditions attending the progress of the 


pestilence in Europe are quite well known 
from the frequent cable reports.

HONGLULU’S SCOURGE. 


Hundreds of Buildings Burned and 
Thousands of Persons Made Home- 
less in Fighting It—Cost Has Been 


$1,000,000. | 


ONOLULWU dispatches of date of Feb. 
2 announced the plague practically 
conquered, there being no neW cases 
nor atry recent deaths. All persons 
exposed had been isolated, and the 
Chinese and Japanese of the native quarter 
to the number of 4,500 were in quarantine 
under strict armed guard. Under date of 
Feb, 8 the United States Quartermaster at 
Henolulu, Major Ruhlin, reported three: 
cases since Feb. 2, but later advices revealed 
three additional cases. Major Ruhlin re- 
ported all danger of further infection past, 
as the three cases in question had been 
traced to one of the older centers of infec- 
tion, which was promptly destroyed by 
burning. | | | 
Dispatches received later still, under date 
of Feb. 15, amnounce a continuance of the 
epidemic at Honolulu dnd Hilo and the 
spread of the malady to several other is- 
lands of the Hawaiian group, seven deaths 
having occurred at Kahului, Island of Maui, 
all of the victims being Chinese. Dispatches 
of date Feb. 20 announce three new cases 
in -Honolulu, all of which resulted fatally 
within twelve hours. | 
Following the course pursued by the health 
authorities of Honolulu, the entire Chinese 
quarter of Kahului was razed by fire, Aside 
from the Chinese and Kanakas attucked at 
‘Hilo one of the victims was a Portuguese 
‘woman, and two of the victims in Honolulu 
were white men—J. H. Hartman, an Ameri- 
ean racehorse man, and J. W. Robertson, | 
clerk in a leading grocery store. The same 
advices reported the first trial of Surgeon 
General Wyman’s plague specific - have 
been unsuccessful, the subject, a white man, 
‘dying notwithstanding prompt treatment, 
put in the case of Hartman the use of the 
serum was a success, the patient showing 
evidences of complete recovery within forty- 
eight hours after the injection of the remedy. 
The total population of Honolulu, as given 
by the cholera census of 1896, was 29,920, of 
which 4,107 were in the Chinese quarter. 
Since ther the population of the city has 
greatly increased, not less than 18,000 to 
25,000 Japanese contract laborers, 3,000 free 
emigrants, and 3,000 Chinese having entered 
Honolulu, fully one-half of the number re- 
maining in the city. The population of the | 
quarter thus has been swelled to 
After the first detection of the plague 
about 1,400 Chinese, Japanese, and natives 
were removed to a large petroleum ware- 
house at Kakako, and later this number 
was increased to 1,900. The expense of 
guarding and feeding them amounted to 
$3,000 a day for nearly a month. 
- By the big fire of Jan. 20 4,500 more of the 
_ residents of the infected quarter were made 
homeless. These were quartered in Kawaia- 
hao Church, in King street, and in camps 
at Kakuko and Kalihi, Finally a new and 
cormamodious quarantine station was estab-— 
lished at Weikamilo, in the Kapalama dis 
trict. There the local government proceed- 
e@ to erect barracks, and is now maintaining 
upwards of 10,000 people, principally Chi- 
nese and Japanese, under guard of a strong 
cordon of the local militia : : 
The total expense of the plague in Hono- 
.}Julu up to date, including the value of the 
property destroyed, is estimated to reach 
$1,000,000. Of the total number in quaran- 
’ tine 8,500 are Japanese men and women and 
200 children, the others being Chinese and 
native islanders. Ata meeting of the Coun- 
cil of State on Feb. 19 an additional $100,000 
| was appropriated for the work of fighting 
the plague and $845,523 for the completion 
of the new sewer system. The city is now 
divided into forty health districts and each 
district into apanas containing 75 to 150 
people under volunteer subinspectors, 
There was complaint made that the wom- 
en and children had been removed in wag- 
| one which hed been used to cart away dead 


and living plague victims. It was found also 
‘that ecores of rats escaped from the burn- 
ing buildings and entered other haunts out- 
side of the plague district. 
When the big fire started the Chinese be- 
came alarmed, and, belleving that their 
entire quarter was to be burned, many of

could carry, escaped from the guards, and 
took up their quarters in other districts and 
in the suburbs, 

In Hawali the climate is always practi- 
cally tropical, as it is in India, and it is 
now summer in Australia and South Ameri- 
ca, where the plague is reported to have es- 
tablished a foothold. In Sydney, which city 
has a population of nearly 500,000, the doc- 
tors are of opinion, that the first victim of 
the plague, a dock laborer, was inoculated 
with the disease through the bite of a flea. 

In India the government has adopted of- 
ficially the Haffkine plague antitoxin and 
is administering the inoculation both as a’ 
preventive and a cure, ; 

There were 5&3 deaths from the pestilence 
in Bombay City during the week ending 
Feb. 16. The city has a population of §21,- 
000, The famine area, in which the plague 
is most virulent, as is the cage also in China, 
covers 550,000 square miles, containing 61,- 
000,000 people, of whom only about 4,000,000 
are in receipt of relief. 


SYMPTOMS OF PLAGUE 
How the “ Black Death ” First Shows 
Itseli—Its Rapid Development, and 
Methods of Treatment. 7 


T is doubtful if an accurate description 
of the first symptoms of the plague, the 
stages of its duration and advance’to 
dissolution, such as is given by the Rus- 
sian and German army physicians who 

were sent to Hongkong and Newchwang 
to study the disease, has as yet appeared in 


‘this country. The first evidence of inocula- 


tion is sudden cramps in the bowels and 
nausea of the stomach. In three to five 
hours a high fever sets in, the tongue be- 


- comes parched and swollen, the eyeballs 


turn yellow and glassy and protrude, and 
the stomach is distended. In five to seven 
hours a purplish or black rash breaks out 
on the skin and some of the spots speedily 
develop into large pustules, whence the name 
bubonic. 


The rash spreads until the entire body, . 


which turns black after death, becomes a 
dark purple hue. At this stage the victim's 
pulse is irregular, ranging as high as 120, 
while the temperature averages 110. Death 
results generally in from nine to fourteen 
hours, either from exhaustion or. convul- 
sions. 

The physical condition of the patient has 
much to do with the duration of the attack, 
and of those who live eighteen to twenty- 
four hours many finally recover. 

The period of incubation of the plague 
germs in the human system is seven to nine 
days. There is no known cure for the mal- 
ady in its most advanced stage, but cures 
are reported to have been effected in the 
earlier stages from. the use of antitoxfh 
after the formulas of the Japanese profes- 
sor, S. Kiasato, and of Professor Virchow 
of Vienna, and the antitoxin sent to Amer- 
ican physicians in Honolulu and Manila by 
Surgeon General Wyman of the Marine Hos- 
pital service. The plague serum is now in 


successful use in Bombay, where it was 
' first tried in 1897 with favorable results. 


During the last year the British authori- 
ties have undertaken to inoculate entire 
communities as a precautionary measure, 
just as vaccination is practiced as a pre- 
ventive of smallpox. Statistics of the re- 
sults of this system of inoculation show 
that it is a complete success under favor- 
able conditions. 

The plague antitoxin now generally used 
is the Yersin serum, first used by the noted 
French physician at Amoy, China, in 1806, 
or the Hoffkine prophylactic, prepared at 
the Pasteur Institute in Paris. The latter 
is slower in its action but more effective, 
the Yersin treatment having to be repeated 
several times at intervals of fourteen days. 

Dr. Kiasato recommends that the patient 
after apparent recovery should be kept iso- 
lated for at least one month, as while im- 
myne his system may yet carry undestroyed 
germs. 


PLAGUE BACILLUS. 


Discovered by Dr. Kiasato in 1894, It 
Has a Form Easily Distinguishable— 
Develops Inland and Follows’ Great 


Rivers. 
HE bubonic plague bacillus resembles

with Dr. A. Nakagama, was studying the 
disease and making experiments in bac- 
teriology at Hongkong in 1894. Scientis¢es 
throughout the world give Dr. Kiasato and 
his colleague the credit for this discovery. 

Dr. Kiasato found the bacilli in the tissues 
and glands of dead victims of the plague as 
well as in the blood and intestines of patients 
infected, and he procured identically the 
same bacillus from the bodies of rats and 
mice found dead during the plague. He also 
propagated the microbes in human blood and 
inoculated guinea pigs and rabbits, which 
died with all the symptoms and character- 
istics shown by human plague victims, He 
designated the deadly microbe the ** bacillus 
pestis,’’ and it is also designated as “ bacillus 
pestus boubonica.”’ . 

Dr. Kiasato demonstrated that animals 


cillus by inoculation, and hence that human 
beings could also be similarly protected. 

The bacillus cultures retain their virulence ' 
for a period of eight to ten months, and ex- 
perimerts have determined that anti-toxin 
secured by repeated inoculations of ani- 
mals, such as guinea pigs, horses, and rab- 
bits, will produce a serum which if used prop- 
erly and in time will prevent contraction of 
the plague, artd even save infected victims. 
Injection/of the serum into the veins of 
guinea pigs twelve hours after they had 
been virdlently inoculated with the plague 
bacillus saved their lives, whereas others 
similarly inoculated but not treated with the 
serum died within forty-eight hours, 

Science, therefore, has provided a safeguard 
for humanity fromthe fearful menace of the 
Eastern plague scourge, which, if adminis- 
tered in time, guarantees safety from the 
spreading contagion as complete and greatly 
more humane than the firing squad and fu- 
neral pyre adopted by the Russians for the 
protection of their army and defendants in 
Manchuria. 

Every traveler in and from the Orient, as 
well as the port authorities, is of opinion 
that the plague develops inland and is 
brought down the rivers to the sea. There 
are, in fact, four main sewers for all of 
China with a dense population of 400,000,000 
people south of Manchuria—four great rivers 
lined with scores of populous cities, having 
innumerable tributaries, draining thousands 
of square miles of thickly peopled territory 
filled with towns and villages in which no 
laws of health.and sanitation are observed. 

The famous Hoang-ho, which formerly 
emptied into the Yellow Sea, but which now 
empties midway between Chefoo and Tien- 
tsin, 350 miles to the northeast, into the Gulf 
of Pe-Chili, with the Hu-to-ho and Sang- 
Kan-Ho drainage from Peking and Ching- 
Ting and the Pei-ho from Tientsin, makes the 
gulf a veritable cesspool of putridity and 
disease. 

The Yang-tse-Kiang, which extends 3,500 
miles irregularly eastward to Thibet, “ the 
roof the world,” as the great rivers of In- 
dia extend northward to thesame vast East- 
ern watershed, drains the territory of the 
great Yang-tse basin inhabited by 75,000,000 
people, emptying at Wu-Sing, a few miles 
north of Shanghai. 

The West River, emptying at Hongkong, 
with its big tributaries, the Ping, the Wu- 
ling-Kiang, and the Yu-Kiang, drains for 
50,000,000 people. 

Last, but by no means least, there is the 
Song-Ka, or Red River, draining for the 
$0,000,000 of Yun-nan and Tonking into the 
Galt of Tonking. 

Farther to the east are the Mekong, Sal- 
win, and Irawadi, draining eastern China, 
Thibet, all of Burmah, Siam, and Anam, 
with a population of 350,000,000, into the 
China Sea and Indian Ocean. The Mekong 
drains all of Indo-China from the north 
and the Cambodia through the dense popu- 
lation of Cambodia and Cochin-China. The 
Ganges in eastern India and the Hoogly, 
emptying at Calcutta, have for many years. 
been considered sources of the plague. 

The combined length of these rivers is 
over 20,000 miles, and their tributaries com- 
bined have an equal length, or a drainage 
length sufficient to traverse the United 
States from ocean to ocean a dozen times 
over, with rivers beside which the Chicago 
Dratnage Canal would seem a thiny rivulet. 

Owing to the frequent droughts and the 
density of the population of the thousands of 
cities and towns on these rivers, they do 
not become purified except in times of great 
freshets, when the accumulated sewage of 


millions of people is dumped into the ocean 


through populous seaports that, as a rule, 
observe but few and inadequate sanitary 
precautions. Plague and epidemic pestilence 
such as Asiatic cholera and typhus are all 
the products of the filthy, ignorant, and 
fanatical Eastern races, ‘ 

Density of population, drainage, distance, 
and quarantines are matters which directly 
affect the development, virulence, and spread 
of the plague. Its chief agencies of trans- 
mission are water, rats, flies, mosquitoes, 
fleas, sail, merchandise, weaving apparel, 
and waste. 

The Province of Chili, of which the 
Chinese imperial City of Peking is the cap- 
ital and Tientsin the entreport, has a popula- 
tion of 304 people to the square mile; the 
Province of Shansi, next east, or inland, has 
a population of 221 people to the square mile; 
the great Province of Honan, directly south, 
has 840 people to the square mile, while 
the still greater Province of Shantung, di- 
rectly to the southeast, including the while 
peninsula up to Chefoo and the fortifications 
at Wei-Hai-Wei and now the scene of a de- 
vastating scourge of famine, plague, typhus, 
and Ceath on every highway, has a normal 
population of 557 people to the square mile. 
The four provinces have a total population 
of 88,512,000. Throughout the Yang-tse- 
Kiang basin the average of population is 400 
to 600 to the square mile, and throughout 
India the condition as to density of popula- 
tion, drainage, and sanitation is -prac- 
tically the same and in many districts far 
worse and more menacing to the health and 
well being of humanity. 


QUARANTINE MEASURE 


Period Required for Development of 
~— Germ Makes Fourteen Days’ Isola- 
tion Necessary — Experiences of 


Travel. 


HE distance from each of the Oriental 
ports to the next on the sailing route 
is such that the time consumed in 
traveling does not allow for the 
development of plague if the germs 

should be aboard ship.or among the pas- 
sengers, and to a certain extent the same 
may be said for ships from Chinese and 
Japanese ports to Honolulu, San Francisco, 
Seattle, Tacoma, and Vancouver. 

While there are certain ports in the Orient 
which seem to be favorable to the propoga- 
tion of the plague, there are also certain 
other ports on direct charted sailing routes 
which are peculiarly favorable to its trans- 
mission. Honolulu is exceptionally 
favored in this respect, as are also Colombo, 
Singapore, Manila, Pernambuco, Barbadoes, 
St. Vincent, Cape Verde Islands, Mauritius, 
Aden, Port Said, and Gibraltar, or any of 
the greater ports of Spain and Portugal. 

In its advance, either from India or China, 
the plague has always come from the fester- 
ing interior to some unprepared seaport and 
thence has followed the established sailing 
routes. 

During the present epidemic of the plague 
in China and India the shortest known period 
of its development after fts victim has be- 
come inoculated is seven to nine days. Cases 
are known which developed twelve days 
after exposure. Hence the necessity for a 
minimum of fourteen days for quarantine 
and disinfection becomes apparent. It is 
a hardship cn travelers and shipowners, but 
in the public interest they are required to 
submit to it—even as the writer did, at the 
loss of six weeks’ time, a monetary ex- 
pense of $150, and the ruination of several 
valuable costumes by the use of disin- 
fectants which the health officers at Hono- 
lulu and Port Townsend declared to be “ as 
clear as water and perfectly harmiess.” 
Dr. Foster would not admit that the disin- 
fectant used would stain and discolor cloth- 
ing until convinced by the evidence of per- 
sonal effects which had undergone treat- 
ment by the same process at Honolulu. 

When I arrived at Honolulu in January 
some blocks of buildings in Chinatown had 
been burned; the Japanese and Chinese had 
threatened to mob the health officers; armed 
guards at Hilo prevented the landing of 
officials, passengers, or goods from Hono- 
lulu: publie health meetings of citizens were 
being held in the,.capital; $40,000 had been 
raised with which to fight the plague, and 
a strict quarantine on incoming and out- 
going passengers was established. 

The agents of the Hongkong Maru refused 
to let me take on that ship to San 


Francisco, although I had been seventeen 


days on the United States transport 
Athenian from Nagasaki, giving as a reason 
that the Hongkong Maru had been held in 
quarantine needlessly at Sen Francisco on 
its prior trip. Upon inquiry about this I 


found that San Francisco had experienced 
its first plague scare last June, when the 
Nippon Maru was stopped at quarantine 
with two Japanese emigrants aboard, ill 
with a mysterious disease. These pdas- 
sengers were reported drowned while try- 
ing to escape from the vessel, and Dr. 
Brabant, the State bacteriolo who made 
an examination of the bodies, reported that 
he had found in them bacilli simelar to the 
germs of the bubonic plague, whitch bacilll 
are so marked that there Gan be na mistak- 
ing them. 

During the week that I was in Henolulu 
waiting for a ship that would take gte out 
and trying to convince the health conimis- 
sioner that I was plague proof and ougi tt to 
go, Government Commissioner Carmich ael, 
Dr. Cooper, head of the Board of Heayth, 
and Dr. Hoffman, government bacteriol t, 
were deliberating over the symptoms ‘ef 
three suspects. They finally decided thas 
these patients had pneisonia. Dr. Mita- 
mura, a Japanese expert, was sent for and 
declared it plague, and the victims were im- 
mediately isolated and quarantined and duly 
died. Dr. Mitamura, by the way, is a pupil 
of Professor Kiasato, the discoverer of the 
plague bacillus. 

Honolulu’s experience with the plague has 
proved that the burning of the }.ouses and 
clothing of plague victims and the deep 
burial or incineration of their hodies will 
not entirely destroy and eradJcate the 
bacillus of the bubonic pest. Even the 
burning of the entire Chinese quarter, thor- 
ough disinfection, and the most rigid quar- 
antine failed to stamp out the itfection, 
which produced new cases nine days after 
the remains of what was thought to be the 
last one of the forty-nine dead victizas out 
of sixty aMicted had been. disposed af and 
the authorities were congratulating them- 
selves that the pestilence had been com- 
, pletely conquered. It again appeared twelve 
days after it was thought the last death Aad 
occurred, 

There is no doubt that the plague will 
spread to all the islands of the Hawatlian 
group, as the native Kanakas and ‘the 
Chinese coolles are peculiarly susceptible 
to fts attack. It is the general belief in 
Honolulu that it was the Nippon Maru or 
some other Japanese ship which carried the 
plague germs to that port among Chinese of 
Japanese emigrants. 

About this possibility Dr. Carmichael has 
a theory of his own, which ts that the 
microbes were brought in earth contained in 
jardinieres holding plants and flowers pro- 
cured in Japan, the custom.of the Oriental 
lines of ships being to take on these potted 
plants on every trip going to and returning 
from the Orient through Japanese ports. 
At Honolulu Japanese emigrants and other 
travelers frequently carry these plants 
ashore, but Dr. Carmichael issued an edict 
stopping the practice, 

The families 9f foreigners in the menaced 
Chinese ports are being sent out. At Hono- 
lulu, both on incoming and outgoing trav- 
elers, quarantine is maintained, the duration 
being twelve days. The regular line ships 
now refuse to take passengers from Honc- 
lulu, and the frightened people are offering 
all sorts of prices for first-class passages out. 

The plague has brought business almost to 
a standstill, and prices of necessaries have 
gone up to extreme figures. The citizens are 
supporting the 4,500 Chinese and Japanese 
made homeless by the destruction of their 
quarters, and Congress is to be asked for 
$1,000,000 with which to rebuild these quar- 
ters accoréing to modern sanitary principles. 

In view of the alarm caused by the ap- 
pearance of the bubonic plague at vari- 
ous ‘places in Europe last June, July, and 
August, an international congress of pub- 
lic health bodies was called to meet at 
Brussels on Sept. 4, when the progress of 
the pestilence throughout the world and 
measures for its suppression were discussed. 
Many valuable experiences in quarantine 
measures, disinfectiom, and treatment of 
the disease were related, and it was the con~- 
sensus of opinion of the scientists and gani- 
| tary experts present that the plague anti- 
toxin formulas of Yersin and Haffkine are 
the best and perhaps the only precautionary 
mediums that could be adopted or used as 
specific remedies in the earlier stages of 
plague imfection. 

At this conference the history of the pesti- 
lence, under the various names by which it 
has been known at intervals during many 
centuries—as Levantine, Oriental, bubonic, 
‘and “black death”’’—was gone into at 
length. The present species of plague was 
declared from comparisons to be similar to 
and to have the same derivation as the epi- 
demics which periodically have depopulated 
vast regions of the world, as

AMBRIDGE, Mass., March 1.—A short 
distance back from Brattle street, 
Cambridge, at the beginning of that

as a dormitory for the adjacent Episcopal 

Theological Seminary. For several years, 
hewever, it has been the home of students in 
thie ‘Harvard Law School, and is now gener- 
aily called “‘ Little Yale,” from the fact that 
it is occupied almost exclusively by former 
Yale athietes of renown who have come to 
Cambridge to prepare for the law. 

*** Just as all good Americans go to Paris 
When they die,” said a well known Yale ath- 
lete a year ago, “so every good Yale athlete 
goes to the Harvard Law School when he 
graduates."" The turning _ favorite 
aphorism is borne out by facts. In Winthrop 
Hall, as “ Little Yale” is ‘officially desig- 
nated, reside two score famous football and 
crew heroes who have made Yale's athletics 
what they have been in the last three or four 
years. A slight sprinklingof Princeton 
duates adds flavor to the assemblage and 
er to its reputation.
